SHIFT TO WEEKLY INSTEAD OF MONTHLY COMPUTATION 
"ОЕ OIL PRICES 


* The Consumer & Oil Price Watch (COPW) will propose to the Department of Energy (DOE) the shift to 
a WEEKLY moving 4 weeks weighted average computation as this will be more reflective of the 
movement of oil prices in the world market. If the world market prices are on an uptrend, the increase 
will be weekly and if the prices are on a downtrend, the rollback will, likewise, be felt weekly. 

; * Under the present method, price increases are done monthly as the average of the current month is 
= compared to the previous month's average. As such, the increase is made effective on the 15th of the 
following month for the new players and on the 21st for the oil refiners as they have a 30-day inventory. 

* We hope that this new method will correct what is happening today where the oil companies are quick 
to increase when the world oil prices are moving upward but slow in reducing oil prices when world 
oil prices are on a downtrend. 

* We will present the weekly and monthly methods of computation to the DOE, the oil companies, Senate 

: Committee on Trade and Industry Chairman MAR Roxas, and to the public. 


INCREASE IN PETROLEUM EXCISE TAX & OIL SMUGGLING 


* The COPW is against the revenue bill that will increase the excise tax on petroleum products of P2.00 
` unless the following conditions are met: 

* The prices of diesel and gasoline are down to reasonable levels. 

* The tax on diesel is substantially lower than gasoline. 

* Oil smuggling is addressed, especially the misdeclaration of gasoline as diesel in the light of the big 
a differential in the current excise tax of gasoline of P4.35 and the diesel at P1.63. 


PLAN OF ACTION 


The COPW has taken the initiative with the BOC Commissioner George Jereos who convened on October 

6th a meeting of ALL oil companies, the Coast Guard, and the Navy to address the issue of smuggling. 

The COPW proposed the following measures to contain smuggling: 

* Shipping lines must give advance information on ALL inbound oil tankers including the consignee 

name and destination. 

* ALL oil companies must submit a list of their oil depots for diesel, gasoline and crude nationwide. 

* Oil companies must immediately report suspect oil shipments to the special Task Force on Oil Smuggling 
under the Bureau of Customs. 

* Customs must be vigilant about misdeclarations arising from the present P2.72 differential on the 
excise tax imposed on gasoline and diesel which are P4.35 and P1.63 per liter respectively. With the 
proposed additional excise tax the temptation to misdeclare will be greater. 


SUPPLY SITUATION AND PRICE STABILITY OF PORK 


In support of the request of Senator Manuel Roxas that the Department of Agriculture and the Department 
of Trade and Industry resolve the issue of depopulation of hogs as reported by the National Federation 
of Hog Farmers, the COPW raised the concern of a possible supply problem at the National Price 
Coordinating Council. 

The depopulation was in reaction to the low farm gate prices which dropped from P75 to P55 while the 
wet market price remained at P120. 

The COPW initiative led to the holding of a conference in Malacanang chaired by Agriculture Secretary 
Arthur Yap and attended by the livestock growers and agricultural producers. The group assured the 
public of enough supply of pork for the holidays and that the price would stabilize at P135 which is lower 
than the P150 recorded last year due to tight supply. 

However, DA Secretary Yap must meet with the National Federation of Hog Farmers to analyze the cost 
of the distribution chain to keep prices in check since hog raisers do not keep frozen Inventory. и 
necessary, the Department of Agriculture should impose a celling on the retall price of pork during the 
holiday season. 


CHICKEN SITUATIONER 

Atthe National Price Coordinating Council, DA Secretary Yap assured the members that there Is enough 
supply of chicken to meet the demand up to the hollday season. We were assured by the Philippine 
Association of Broller Integrators (РАВ!) and the Union of Broller Ralsers Association (UBRA), which 
aggregately supply 90% of dressed chicken in the country, that they can cover the demand as they have 
6.5 million kilos of frozen inventory on top of the 5.7 million kilos allowed to be Imported under the 
Minimum Access Volume (MAV) from October up to December 2004. 

COPW estimates that given this excess supply, chicken, which is currently being sold at P80 to P90 per 


kilo, will go up to P100 to P110 from mid-November to December.

ed, the military said yesterday. 


The plot to bomb the US Embassy, on or- 
ders of the Jemaah Islamiyah Southeast 
Asian terror network, was foiled after the 
three suspects were arrested early this 
month, said Armed Forces spokesperson 
and deputy chief of staff Lt. Gen. Edilberto 
Adan. 

Adan presented to the press Abdul Man- 
ар Mentang, also known as Al-Molk 
Panalangin Tanakan; his live-in partner 
Monawara Usop; and Mursid Mubpon, also. 
known as Guinaid Daud. But the three 
were not allowed to talk. 

Mentang and Usop were arrested last Oct. 
6 in a house on Fabie Street in Santa Ana, 
Manila. Mubpon was arrested the next day in. 
a follow-up operation but authorities did not 
say where the arrest was made. 

‘Adan said that with the arrest of the 
three, the bombings of the international 
airport and city hall on March 4, 2003 and 
the Sasa wharf in Davao City on April 2, 
2003 have been solved. The blasts claimed 
38 lives and injured more than 100 other 
people. 

Не said authorities also thwarted a terror- 
ist plot "to launch violent attacks against 
some sensitive installations including that of 
our foreign allies. It shows the resolve of the. 
Philippine government in its fight against ter- . 


Confession 

According to Adan, the three suspects 
confessed under interrogation that they 
were responsible for the bombings in 
Davao City last year, acting on orders of 
the JI 

They told investigators they were ordered 
to scout out the US Embassy in Manila last 
month in preparation for another bombing, 
Adan said ina statement. 

“Mubpon was tasked to design a bomb trig: 
gering mechanism utilizing a cellular phone 
in connection with their plan to bomb the said 
embassy," he said. 

Adan said Mentang was a bomb expert of 
the separatist Moro Islamic Liberation 
Front, which he said was the local contact 
of the Л, and headed a terrorist cell in 
Davao. 

He said Mubpon was a member of the MILF 
Elite Group trained in demolitions by the Л. 

Mentang told investigators that he assem- 
bled the bombs used in the Davao attacks, 
Adan said. 

Mentang also said he was trained by a se- 
nior JI leader and bomb maker, an Indonesian 
identified as Zulkifli, who ordered the bomb. 
ings in Davao. Zulkifll was arrested in 
Malaysia late last year. 

‘Adan also charged that an Indonesian Л 
member, Abdul Jabidi, alias Bedz, had sup- 
plied the explosives used in the Davao attacks 
as well as three other bombings elsewhere in 
Mindanao between 2002 and 2004, 

“This shows that the JI have been involved 
in the training of some of these MILF mem- 
bers as stated by Mentang. We shall pursue 
the investigation further to establish other 
connections," Adan said. 

The link between the MILF and the Л 
comes despite the MILF's vow that it has cut 
all its ies with terror groups as part of peace 
talks with the government. 


Cutting terror ties 

The government and the MILF signed a 
ceasefire in 2002 to pave the way forthe hold 
ing of formal peace talks... But as a condition. 
for the talks to proceed, the MILF swore that it 
had cut all ties to terror groups, 

Despite this, the military has maintained 
that the MILF stil has ties with the terrorist 
group which has been blamed for the October 
2002 bombings in Bali, Indonesia, that left 
over 200 people dead. 

‘Adan said the military has asked the gov- 
ernment and MILF peace panels to bring Bedz 
and other Indonesian nationals who have 
links with him to justice. 

‘Adan identified these Indonesian nationals 
asa certain Usman or Rizal, a certain Zacky ог 
Jack, Samrud Al Ormatan or Marwan and Ab- 
dul Rai Talanghati or Bigok. 

He said Bedz and the other Indonesians are 
believed to be hiding out in an MILF camp in 
Upper ldtig, Paglat, Maguindanao. 

“Like Bedz, these foreign nationals are 
equally responsible for the bombings and 
should answer for the criminal offenses com- 
mitted against innocent people," Adan said.

THE PHILIPPINES’ token humanitarian con- 
tingent in Iraq, whose abrupt pullout in July 
was roundly criticized by the United States 
and Australia, has been praised by a visiting 
official of the United Kingdom, the US’ chief 
ally in the war against Saddam Hussein.

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SENATORS yesterday agreed with the 
assessment made by the London- 
based Transparency International 
which ranked the Philippines in 11th 
place in its global corruption index 
and blamed the Arroyo administra- 
Чоп lack of political will to stop the 
rampant corruption in government.

POLICE generals and colonels were yesterday or- 
dered to submit within a week their statement of 
assets and liabilities (SALs) for the last five years 
in an ultimatum issued by Philippine National 
Police Chief Director General Edgar Aglipay.

Tn another case in Mulhouse, a girl identi- 
fed as Tuba, 16, was expelled from the 
Lavoisier school, the establishment's authori- 
ties said. A girl was also barred from the Jean 
Guehenno school in the northem town of 
Caen on Wednesday. 

On Tuesday, two teenage Muslim school- 
girls were expelled from another school in 
Mulhouse, the first such actions to be taken. 
under the new law. 

Under the legislation, which went into 
force early in September, the school authori- 
ties must first try to persuade girls to remove 
the headscarf and only if they persist in refus- 
ing can they be expelled. 

“The students can appeal the decision.

[HE DECLARATION of the Philippine College of 

Physicians’ 6,000 members that they would prac- 

tice their calling in the motherland for at least three 

years is sufficient reason to bring on the clichés. In the 

face of the shocking number of doctors crowding nursing. 

schools preparatory to heading for the proverbial greener 

pastures overseas, it’s like a candle in the dark, a shot in 

the arm of an ailing patient, a patch of 

EDITORIALS rain in a drought. And because it 

comes with the promise that each 

physician will engage in charity work among the impov- 

erished, the declaration triggers the comforting thought 

that some medical graduates remain committed to the 
Hippocratic Oath. 

But it’s cold comfort. Even as PCP president Adrian Pe- 
$ ña signed the declaration last week, the phenomenon of 
^ doctors studying to be nurses with the end in view of 

landing a job in a hospital abroad continues to alarm. 
Physicians in large numbers are now enrolled in nursing 
schools nationwide, with certain schools opening special 
sections to take advantage of the crush. 

‘As noted by a study conducted by the National Institute 
of Health, the Philippines has achieved another, somewhat 
dubious, distinction: It is now the world's No. 1 exporter of 
nurses, As many as 50,000 nurses, among them ex-physi- 
cians, have decamped for parts abroad in the past three 
years—unprecedented even in this country that has made 
а policy of labor export for the longest time, and, accord- 
ing to NIH director Jaime Galvez-Tan, a distressing devel- 
opment that must immediately be addressed. 

The NIH says as many as 4,000 doctors are enrolled in 
nursing courses, The number presumably includes 350 doc- 
tors, some of whom work as municipal health officers, 
studying at the City Colleges of Urdaneta in Pangasinan. 
The Philippine Medical Association, composed of 60,000 
registered physicians, counts one member out of five taking 
up nursing. PMA president Bu Castro concedes that because 
of the lack of doctors, a “health care crisis” now plagues the 
rural areas—the same areas that generally get the short end 
ofthe stick when the going gets rough. As now. 

Health Secretary Manuel Dayrit describes the situation 
as a “malady” that must be “attacked in body, mind and 
spirit.” But it doesn't look like he'll get much help from an 
administration that for this year allotted P12.8 billion for 
health (as opposed to P43.8 billion for the military), and 
that pays doctors working in state hospitals an estimated 
$400 a month (as opposed to $4,000 a month for nurses 
in US hospitals, with immigrant status for family mem- 
bers thrown in). 

"The “malady” is exacerbated by a government policy that 
hinges, not on the creation of jobs, but on the continuing 
export of labor worldwide as housemaids, carpenters, 
plumbers, waiters, beauticians, nannies, drivers, teachers, 
caregivers, and—the latest demand of the industrialized 
world—nurses. Is it any wonder that the Philippine Society 
of Hypertension, recognizing the drain in doctors/nurses as 
a threat to local health care, is pushing the education of 
physicians in the basics of entrepreneurship? The PSH posi- 
tion is simple: If money has become a major problem, com- 
mitted physicians should not turn to nursing and fly but 
stay and learn the necessary skills to put up business ven- 
tures of their own. It’s a case of being able to eam enough 
from a side activity to honorably support not only oneself 
and one's family but also one's life commitment.

HAT medicine is a commitment has long been dis- 
played by many Filipino physicians, well-known or 
unsung, Bobby de la Paz showed it in Samar in the 
dark days of the Marcos dictatorship, and paid with his life 
for it. Ernest "Che" Guevarra showed it in the evacuation 
centers in Pikit, Cotabato, and was widely recognized for it. 

Guevarra was 25 when he was given the Reebok Hu- 
man Rights Award in 2003 for bringing health services to 
people trapped in conflict zones. And yet he was loath to. 
bask in the recognition, which was bestowed at a time of 
renewed fighting between government troops and sepa- 
ratist rebels in Mindanao, 

His formulation of his feelings vis-à-vis the award was 
both memorable and evocative of the young doctor's pas- 
sion: “I can't feel the magnitude of the thrill. Its recogni- 
tion for what I have done, but the situation here is so 
overwhelming for me to even think about it. With the hu- 
man suffering here, 1 can't see the value of my work. Ulti- 
mately, I can say that it's joy amidst sorrow." 


Poor Filipinos reduced to eating garbage 


TWO young children died the other day be- 
cause they ate rotten food recovered from a 
garbage can and brought home by their father. 
Did you get that? Poor Filipinos have been re- 
duced to eating garbage—literally—aend are 
dying because of i. 

As the cliché goes, they're caught between 
the devil and the deep blue sea. They'll die of 
starvation if they don't eat, but they'll die any- 
way ifthey eat the garbage that they are able to 
scrounge from the trash cans, 

‘Can you see the irony? Officials of govern- 
ment financial institutions take home millions 
of pesos in salaries and politicians travel in style 
around the world and eat the most expensive. 
steaks while their constituents eat garbagel 
Generals amass wealth and squirrel them away 
їп other countries while the people whom they 
are sworn to serve wallow in poverty! Our own 
President travels all around the country and the 
‘world with a retinue, shakes hands and delivers 
speeches and cuts ceremonial ribbons, while 
her constituents living in appalling conditions 
not very far from Malacafiang Palace are dying 
because they are forced to eat garbage! 

Poor Filipinos being reduced to eating 
garbage is nothing new. That has been going 
‘on for quite some time, but our officials treat it 
as nothing more than a bad dream that will go 
away when they wake up. But itis only in the 
Arroyo administration that some of them actu- 
ally died because of it. 

‘The administration was shocked awake by a 
recent survey that hunger stalks the land, Its 
knee-jerk reaction was to distribute food 
coupons. In other words, Filipinos will queue up 
in long food lines to wait for their daily food 
coupons like beggars, Is it not yet enough that 
ке аге known around the world as “the begging 
bowl of Asia"? That our President and diplo- 
mats travel the globe with begging bowl in hand 
to beg for ald and loans? Now we want to rub it 
in by having photographs and TV footage of 
Jong lines of Filipinos begging for food coupons. 

The food coupons will initially cost the cash- 
starved government P67 billion. After that is

gone, the people will still be hungry for the 
next meal. But there probably will be no next 
meal because the government cant afford it 
anymore. By then the food coupons will have 
already bolstered our culture of mendicancy, a 
bad habit that our government, judging from 
the billboards prohibiting begging and the giv- 
ing of alms, is trying to discourage. But how 
can the government discourage something 
that itis propagating? 

Instead of spending that P67 billion on free 
food coupons, why not use that to give jobs to 
those who need them? Give the people dignity. 
Let them work for their food instead of giving 
them handouts. Instead -of begging, they 
would be working. They don’t, want to beg; 
they want to work. But there are no jobs. The 
President promised "10 million jobs" but in- 
stead of creating new jobs, she is going to 
throw thousands who already have govern- 
ment jobs out of work. 

Meanwhile, thousands of kilometers of feed- 
er roads and irrigation ditches need to be built 
to boost food production, but there is no money 
for them. Thousands of schoolhouses are need- 
ed to prepare young minds for the challenges 
ahead, but there is no money for more school 
houses, Millions of homes need to be provided 
for the homeless but there is no money left for 
them after paying our foreign debt. 

There are millions of Filipinos who are will- 
{ng to work, and in fact are asking for jobs to be 
able to feed their families, but the government 
is not giving them jobs. Instead, it plans to dis- 
tribute food coupons, which is like putting 
Band-aid on a festering ulcer. 

‘The coupons will be distributed through the

MAJOR Gen. Carlos Garcia invoked his consti- 
tutional right against self-incrimination some 
30 times before our lawmakers of the land. 

But "taking the Fifth,” as it is better known 
in American law where this right is embodied 
in the Fifth Amendment to their constitution, 
cannot save Garcia, because he is sufficiently 
implicated by: his son's undeclared $100,000 
at a US airport; his wife's sworn statement be- 
fore US customs authorities explaining that 
this was “gratitude money from [AFP] contrac- 
tors"; his own letter to US authorities explain- 
ing that the money came from "savings, hono- 
raria and dividends", his unexplained wealth 
and unexplainable bank accounts; his mid- 
night withdrawals of millions right before 
these were frozen by the courts; his suspect ill- 
ness to excuse non-appearance before a con- 
gressional panel; the eerie silence of his fellow 
officers. Strangely then, taking the Fifth serves 
to shield not Garcia who invokes it, but his yet 
invisible cohorts in thieving, 

Significantly, when comrades in arms are 
likewise partners in crime, it may take a highly 
political body like Congress and not the courts 
acting alone to carry through an investigation, 
This episode may yet redeem the much-ma- 
ligned power of congressional inquiry. Critics 
have often parodied these "inquiries in aid of 
legislation." Perhaps now they must grant our 
congressmen a little more credit, 

Earlier attempts to run after graft in the mil- 
itary has faced rough sailing in our courts. The 
Sandiganbayan had earlier thrown out a com- 
plaint for an almost P200-million anomaly in- 
volving overpriced real estate purchased by 
the AFP Retirement and Separation Benefits 
System (RSBS), the milking cow that the Feli- 
clano Commission investigated after the Mag- 
dalo mutiny, The Sandiganbayan declared that 
the RSBS was not a government entity and 
therefore its officers were not bound by the 
ethical rules that govern public officers. Had it 
not been for the Supreme Court that reversed 
this ruling and allowed the case to proceed, the 
Sandiganbayan would have forever insulated 
the RSBS from its scrutiny.

Yet the Sandiganbayan persists. More re- 
cently, it allowed former Brig. Gen. Jose S. 
Ramsical, one of those implicated in that scam, 
to leave for the United States to visit a sick rela- 
tive, over the strenuous objections of the om- 
budsman, 

‘While the Court of Appeals has granted the 
request of the Anti-Money Laundering Council 
to freeze Garcia's assets, it was only after Gar- 
cia had already withdrawn P19 million, 
capped later by a reported P13 million with- 
drawal, 

‘The mismatch alone between Garcia's legal 
income, his declared assets, and his newly-ex- 
posed millions gives rise to a clear ease for the 
forfeiture of unexplained wealth, as specifical- 
ly provided for by law. Yet our law-enforce- 
ment bodies seem to be falling over one anoth- 
er, saying, ‘After you, gentlemen." 

‘Some critics fault our congressmen for 
“grandstanding” during the Garcia hearings. 1 
disagree, It takes our elected legislators to take 
our military to task. Not the President, who is 
ever so careful lest she provoke another coup. 
Not the President's Cabinet men and women 
who are bereft of an electoral mandate and de- 
pendent upon the Presidents political for- 
tunes. And, but fora few shining moments, not 
the courts either, They all are too refined, their 
condemnations too finessed, their positions so 
nuanced. They are incapable of outrage be- 
cause they tread on dangerous ground when 
they inquire Into military perks, Only the raw 
power of politics can stand up to the raw pow- 
er of arms.

EACH year, Filipinos, together. 

cans, commemorate the landing of the American. 
forces on Leyte on Oct. 20, 1944, as the landmark 
ofthe liberation of the Philippines from Japanese. 
occupation, which lasted from 1942 to 1945. 

"The Leyte landing has taken more significance 
than the formal restoration of Philippine indepen- 
dence, on July 4, 1946, which former President 
Diosdado Macapagal corrected by moving the cel- 
ebration of Independence Day to June 12, the day 
Gen, Emilio Aguinaldo proclaimed the Philippine 
revolutionary republicin Kawit, in 1898. 

Leyte is more significant to Americans than to 
Filipinos, because then they emerged as "libera- 
tors.” But June 12 is more important to us than 
July 4. Kawit was the place where the Filipinos 
decided to liberate themselves from American 
military occupation. In Kawit, Filipinos sent the 
message that independence was not a gift be- 
stowed upon a vanquished people by their con- 
querors. July 4, as Independence Day, had a hu- 
miliating connotation. The mockery of indepen- 
dence was more grating to national pride in the. 
light of the fact that July 4 is also the date of 
‘America’s declaration of independence. 

‘The Leyte landing and the independence grant 
of July 4, 1946, by an act of the US Congress, sug- 
gested that freedom was a gift, a handout from a 
benevolent power. 

‘The other day, the Leyte landing was commem- 
orated on the beach where Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur waded ashore with Filipino leaders 
led by President Sergio Osmefia, accompanied by 
Brig. Gen. Carlos В Romulo, widely acclaimed in 
other lands more for his rhetorical gifts than his 
combat record. 

‘The Leyte landing held tremendous impor- 
tarce to MacArthur It is the event in which 
MacArthur redeemed his promise, “I shall re- 
turn,” when he abandoned the Philippines on 
March 11, 1942, leaving from Corregidor by sub- 
marine to Australia, as the doomed defense of 
Bataan and Corregidor was crumbling in the face 
of the relentless assaults by the Japanese troops

under Gen, Masaharu Homma. MacArthur melo- 
dramatically announced his pledge through the 
Voice of Freedom in the heavily bombarded tun- 
nels of Corregidor, partly to lift the sinking 
morale of the heroic defenders of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor and to fortify the sagging hopes of the Fil 
ipino people who had begun to doubt America's 
prospects of winning the war. 

Even in the face of defeat, MacArthur never 
lost his flair for theater. His immense reputation 
for vanity had preceded his arrival in Australia, 
‘The Australian leaders, more Anglopiles than be- 
зоцей with the Americans, remembered Mac- 
Arthur's gold braided caps and self-designed uni- 
form upon his arrival to conduct the defense of 
‘Australia, which bought precious time from the 
delaying action of the Filipino-American defend- 
ers in Bataan and Corregidor. 

acArthur’s secret flight to Australia was the 
ilipinos’ loss and Australia's gain. He exhibited 
his rhetorical skills to the Australians, with the ef- 
fect of “calming Australian nervousness about in- 
vasion and instilling some confidence about the 
prospects of American reinforcement,” according 
to a new book by David Day, "The Politics of War.” 

Never at a loss for the glib word, MacArthur, 
cording to the book, declared to welcoming MPs in 
Canberra's parliamentary dining room on March 
26, 1942 that his presence was "tangible evidence” 
of the “indescribable consanguinity of race" be- 
tween the two countries. He proclaimed that he 
had come “as a soldier in a great crusade,” pledg- 
ing “all the resources ofall the mighty power of my 
country and all the blood of my countrymen.” And 


it was from Australia where MacArthur 
long, bloody island to island leap-frogging cam- 
paign that led to Leyte in 1944. 

‘There is controversy over what MacArthur real- 
ly said upon coming ashore in Leyte. His own 
memoirs, quoted by Ambeth Ocampo, recall a 
long-winded oratorical piece, reminiscent of the 
immortal classical perorations of great generals of 
history to spur on their troops before they went to 
battle. A shorter version is recounted in the book, 
"The Pacific War, The Story of the Bitter Struggle in 
the Pacific Theatre of World War IL" The book says 
that about four hours after the initial landings, 
shortly after 2 p.m., MacArthur, accompanied by 
his staff and Osmefia, splashed ashore. 

“As astonished Gis watched,” says the book, 
“MacArthur strode to a hastily set up microphone, 
and in an emotion choked voice, declared, ‘People 
ofthe Philippines, I have returned!” 

At the Leyte commemoration, US Ambassador 
Francis Ricciardone read an innocuous message 
from President George W. Bush which said that 
the landing was a “pivotal moment” in World War 
П and a “central event in the long history of 
friendship” between the Philippines and the Unit- 
ed States. - 

Leyte tends to make Filipinos forget that they 
had to pay a heavy price for their "long history" of 
association with the United States. That history has 
been marred by stormy episodes over unequal eco- 
nomic and political relationships. The most recent 
ofthese episodes was the withdrawal of the Filipino 
contingent from Iraq to save the Ше of a Filipino 
driver taken hostage by Iraqi militants. The with- 
drawal marked the breakaway of the Philippines 
from the US-led coalition on the war on terrorism. 

The Philippines and the United States had a 
common enemy in World War I: Japan. Today 
they have a common enemy in terrorists, In to- 
day's context, the Philippines need not march to 
the tune of fighting terrorism played by the United 
States and even Australia, But Philippine priorities 
for national survival are far different from those of 
its estranged allies in the “coalition ofthe willing.”

How do we stand to gain, or lose, from all outsourcing? 


Global coolies 


It helps to start by looking back at our experiences with 
the “runaway factories,” mainly garments and electronics 
firms that now form the backbone of several of our export 


processing and industrial zones, 
Yes, the products of these multin 


siblings. 


nal firms are now 
among our leading export items. And yes, we did see, and 
continue to see, the creation of jobs, often paying fairly good 
salaries based on local standards. Just to give one example, * 
Laguna's electronics firms can offer something like P10,000 
а month to a factory worker. For the many young women 
from rural Southern Tagalog provinces who flock to Laguna, 
that is a windfall, enough to support parents and younger 


But there's another side to this. These factories have in a 
sense stifled local industries. Local textile and garments , 
. firms, for example, have been practically wiped out, unable 
to compete with the multinationals, unless they themselves 
become subcontractors. * 
In the area of electronics, I always have mixed feelings 
seeing some gadget sold in an American or Japanese store la- `, 
beled ‘Assembled in the Phílppines." Note "assembled," , 
rather than “made in.” Unlike Taiwan, South Korea and now, 
China and India, we've always been content to be global , 
coolies, doing the menial jobs of assembling different com-

ipinos not just towards condoms but what they 
represent: sex and sexuality. There seems to be 
‘widespread unease with the public discussion of 
sex—especially in connection with young peo- 
ple—with the condom becoming the symbol of 
Our unease and discomfort. 


WHY is this so? Not too long ago, the prevailing В 


WHAT are the prospects of galvanizing public and. 
private efforts to slow down the spread of 
HIV/AIDS in the Philippines? 

Let me share two stories about condoms and 
Valentine's Day to illustrate the scope and gravity. 
of the problem. 

‘The first story concerns the Philippine Daily In- 
quirer... More than five years ago, I received а 
call from a friend who works with DKT which 
markets Trust Condoms... Оп the occasion of 
Valentine's Day, Trust was coming out with a 
“choedlate flavored" condom, one among a line 
of flavored condoms that had been developed af- 
ter sex workers, who were being taught how to 
place condoms on their customers orally, com- 
plained about the unsavory taste of latex. My 
friend explained (that) they were trying to place 
an ad for the “chocolate” condoms, but for some 
‘unexplained reason, it was rejected. 

1 asked my friend to fax me a copy of the ad, 
and if I found nothing objectionable, I promised 
to make a pitch on their behalf. I later called up 
the advertising department ... and was politely 
told by no less than the president of the company 
at that time (who has since left the paper) that 
they would study the matter. But Valentines Day 
came and went and the ad never appeared, 

Perhaps I overestimated what is considered ac- 
ceptable in a daily newspaper. But if motels can 
go on an advertising blitz around the time of the 
Day of Hearts, why can't condom marketers? 

А FEM years later, another Valentine's Day. Ad- 
ministrators and parents of a Catholic 
parochial school had circulated a letter 
protesting the “free condoms” promo of the 7- 
11 convenience stores, one of which was locat- 
ed near the school. The letter condemned the 
promotion, saying it “encouraged” young peo- 
ple to indulge in premarital sex. The letter

campaign apparently reached 7-11 manage- 
ment and in a board meeting, they decided to 
stop selling condoms in their stores from then 
on. This, despite the condom marketer's 
protest that the “free condoms” promo was 
not their idea but the store chain 

We must understand that Filipinos, or at 
east those in urban areas, take Valentine's Day 
seriously. But while it's considered fine to mar- 
ket romance and even sex on Valentine's, ap- 
parently it's still taboo to talk about contracep- 
tion and safe sex. 

Perhaps this explains the “low condom use” 

in this country. Quite apart from the seeming 
cultural repugnance to its use ... there's also 
the very practical matter of accessibility and 
availability. 
FOR some years now, religious organizations and 
students from Catholic schools have been report- 
ed to be going on “door-to-door” campaigns to 
convince the management of supermarkets and 
drugstores to remove condoms from cashiers’ ar- 
eas where shoppers could pick them up with little 
fuss and minimal embarrassment. Some of the 
stores have instead placed condoms behind the 
"prescription" counters, where buyers would 
have to explicitly request for them—effectively 
keeping condoms inaccessible ro young people. 

Clearly, the responsibility of responding to the 
challenges posed by the potential spread of 
HIV/AIDS in this country lies not only with gov- 
ernment or the medical community, but on all 
sectors, including the private sector, NGOs, edu- 
cational institutions and the media. 

‘And yet stories like those about condoms and 
Valentine's show us where the roadblocks lie. For 
one, they illustrate the judgmental attitude of Fil- 


attitude was that we shouldn't worry too mu 
about HIV/AIDS or spend public money on 
combating t for after all it was a disease that af- 
fected only "targeted" populations—gay men, 
sex workers and the sexually promiscuous, Un- 
derlying the commentary and the carefree atti- 
tude was the sentiment that “these people” de- 
served what they got, reaping the consequences 
oftheir immoral behavior. 

‘The trajectory of the AIDS spread in this 
country has since debunked the notion that 
the virus chooses its hosts. Wives of overseas 
workers, particularly of seafarers, for in- 
stance, have tested positive for HIV even if 
they have been monogamous, for the simple 
reason that their spouses had not been monog- 
amous themselves. The women became infect- 
ed not because they were engaged in a risky 
occupation, or engaged in risky behavior, but 
because they found themselves in a risky situa- 
tion. And yet we still hear officials, most fa- 
mously our President, declare that the reason 
for the “low and slow” spread of HIV/AIDS 
here is our “high morality,” which is tanta- 
mount to declaring that those who come down 
with the infection were immoral. From that 
premise, should we conclude then that be- 
cause they are immoral, they therefore are not 
deserving of care or concern? 

Tm afraid the economic crisis is simply being 
seized upon as an excuse not to do the right 
thing when it comes to controlling the spread of 
HIV/AIDS. Given our discomfort with the public 
discourse of sex, and our propensity for judging 
the behavior of others, its entirely possible that 
even if we were to suddenly leap into economic 
tiger status in the next few years, our leaders, 
both in and out of government, would still be in 
denial about the prevalence of HIV/AIDS—and 
sex—in the Philippines.

Last month, I met 
someone ГЇЇ call Ana, an ambitious young woman who һай, 
come to Manila from Polomolok, South Cotabato, lured by ;,, 
the prospects of becoming a call center operator. Ana was! 
setting aside two years of college courses in engineering and 
а six-month caregiver course after hearing about the won- 
ders of the call center world, with salaries supposedly run- 
ning up to $800 a month. Why work overseas when you 


could earn that much here? 


Manila proved frustrating for Ana, with one rejection 
coming after another. Ana hadn't realized, as with many 
other call center hopefuls, that last year there were only 
about 20,000 "seats" (job positions) available. Even with ` ' 
projections of 40,000 seats this year, this is miniscule com- '! 
pared with the number of job-seekers. Outsourcing Digest . » 
Cites a recent study by the Contact Federation of the Philip- 
pines finding that only two or three out of 100 applicants 
qualified for call center jobs. The reason? You need not just. 
proficiency in English but the potential to get “accent train- 
ing" so you can be understood by American clients. It's not 
surprising most of those accepted come from the University 
of the Philippines, Ateneo and other upper-class private 


schools.

MacArthur sought RP independence 


TEODORO Agoncillo taught me to be critical of 
historical sources. His advice was to examine the 
source—who is writing it and why? Is the narra- 
tive written shortly after the event, or remem- 
bered dimly years later? Agoncillo said private 
correspondence was more reliable than public 
pronouncements or self-serving memoirs 

While reading Douglas MacArthur's *Reminis- 
cences,” I remembered Agoncillo's advice. How- 
ever, there are some details on the Leyte landing I 
hope to cross-check with a Filipino source like, 
say, Sergio Osmefia or Carlos P Romulo who wad- 
ed in Leyte on that historic day 60 years ago. 

MacArthur gave the famous "Rally to me" 
speech he broadcast to the people of the Philip- 
pines from Leyte. Reading the same text today 
makes people cringe because it sounds melodra- 
matic—and to some, downright comy—yet few 
know about a letter MacArthur scribbled and sent 
to US President Roosevelt. Again the text is from 
his memoirs: 

“Near Tacloban, Philippine Islands 

“October 20, 1944 

“Dear Mr. Presider 

“This note is written from the beach near 
Tacloban where we have just landed, Tt will be the 
first letter from the freed Philippines. 1 thought 
you might like it for your philatelic collection. I 
hope it gets through. 

“The operation is going smoothly and if success- 
ful will strategically as well as tactically cut the en- 
ету forces in two. Strategically it will pierce the 
center of his defensive line extending along the 
coast of Asia from the Japanese homeland to the 
tip of Singapore, and will enable us to envelop to 
the north or south as we desir, It severs complete- 
ly the Japanese from their infamous propaganda 
slogan of the ‘Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity 
Sphere! Tactically it divides his forces in the 
Philippines in two and by by-passing the southern. 
half of the Philippines will result in the saving of 
possibly fifty thousand American casualties, He 
had expected us and prepared on Mindanao.

“The Filipinos are reacting splendidly and fee 
that a successful campaign of liberation if prompt- 
ly followed by a dramatic granting to them of inde- 
pendence will place American prestige in the Far 
East as the highest pinnacle of all times.

Tt is unfortunate that MacArthur has been re- 
duced, in the popular mind, to a fashion icon for 
RayBan sunglasses. He is best remembered for 
the promise, "I shall return.” Wouldn't he be bet- 
ter remembered for the fulfilment of that 
promise when he uttered in Leyte rather matter- 
of-facidy"I have returned"? 

Brushing up on the Leyte landing made me re- 
alize how many books have been published оп 
MacArthur, and yet Filipinos know so little about 
him or his deep relationship with the Philippines, 
Our textbooks do not even mention that he want- 
ed Roosevelt to recognize Philippine indepen- 
dence, something that was taken from us in 1898 
‘when Spain sold the archipelago and its inhabi 
tants to the United States for the ukay-ukay price 
of $20 million, Of course, the value of money was 
different In 1898, but some corrupt military and 
government officials today have stashed away 


more than that amount, 

While we have to be critical of MacArthur's 
memoirs, I couldn't get over his recognition of 
civilian supremacy over the military when he re- 
stored the Commonwealth government in the ru- 
ins of the provincial capitol days after the land- 
ing. Sergio Osmefia, according to MacArthur, was 
surprised by this act, thinking the trip was largely 
ceremonial and that he would return to the Unit- 
ed States after the photo opportunity in Leyte. 

MacArthur did not consult with Washington on 
this point, causing a rift with Interior Secretary 
Harold Ickes who wanted to take charge of the 
Philippines. According to MacArthur: 

“It was his claim that the archipelago was a 
‘possession’ of the United States and he seemed 
to think of the islands as another one of his na- 
tional parks. In the period before our landings at 
Leyte, he informed me that he would take 
charge as soon as we had completed the inva- 
sion. Most certainly he was opposed to giving 
the reins of government into the hands of Presi- 
dent Osmefia and the regularly elected authori- 
ties.” 

It was also important that the Commonwealth 
government took over to temper the witch-hunt 
for collaborators that MacArthur feared would be 
put in motion by Ickes who informed MacArthur 
that “he had been advised as to who had been loy- 
al and disloyal to the United States during the pe- 
riod of the Japanese Occupation, and that he was 
going to try the disloyal people for treason.” 

All these come into play in another cloudy part 
of our history: the collaboration issue, MacArthur 
says that if Ickes had his way, then one of the 
many men who would be brought to court would 
be Manuel Roxas who became president in 1946. 

‘One wonders what Ickes wrote in his diaries 
and other papers. There is much that has to be re- 
searched and reevaluated as we address the 
rewriting of our history textbooks,

CEBU CITY—Three witnesses identified Michel Favila as 
the man whom they saw carrying a gun near the house of 
lawyer Arbet Sta. Ana-Yongco at that time she was killed. 


This was learned yesterday from. 
Supt. Salvador Manga, chief of the 
Criminal Investigation and Detec- 
tion Group in Central Visayas. 

‘Manga said the 10-year-old 
girl was the first to identify Favila.

Manga said four other witness- 
es went to the CIDG yesterday. 

But only two were able to identi- 
fy Favila as the armed man whom 
they saw near Yongco's office either 
before or after Yongco' killing. 

‘The two other witnesses, how- 
ever, were not sure, said Manga 
who refused to name the witness- 
es for security reasons. 

The CIDG filed murder com- 
plaint against Favila on Tuesday at 
the city prosecutor's office after 


their witnesses identified Favila as 
the gunman who shot and killed 
Yongco on Oct. 11 inside her office 
on the ground floor of her house 
in Barangay Zapatera this city. 
Favila, however, showed up at 
the NBI office in Palawan on 
Tuesday to “clear” his name.

BAGUIO CITY—Residents оѓ 
Mankayan town in Benguet have 
«pposed the activation of an ex- 
Naust pipe that leads to an under- 
round mining tunnel of Lepanto 
Consolidated Mining Corp., earn- 
ing the ire of 1,500 miners who 
need fresh air. 

Mankayan Councilor Florence 
‘Timbawan said the town council 
could not resolve this issue, and 
had asked the Department of En- 
vironment and Natural Re- 
sources to come up with a fair so- 
lution, 

Jake Foronda, project manager 
of LCMC's Victoria Gold project 
and Teresa Ore project, said the 
exhaust tunnel uses state-of-the- 
art scrubbing equipment to clean 
underground mine air. 

"We need to open the exhaust 
because it will equalize pressure, 
send fresh air to our miners and 
lower extremely high tempera- 
ture underground to ambient 
temperature . . . If we don't pro- 
vide fresh air, no one is going to 
work there," he told a press con- 
ference here. 

Lepanto is a key mine industry 
player, which draws P2.5 billion. 
in gross revenues annually. It con- 
tributes P500 million annually to 
the economy in taxes and down- 
steam business opportunities 
and expenditures, Foronda said.

permit to explore Kennon Road

In October alone, six cases 
have been reported but health 
officials are cautious not to de- 
scribe the cases as a mini-epi- 
demic of meningococcemia or vi- 
ral meningitis as they seem tobe 
sporadic. 

Dr. Antonio Bautista of the De- 
partment of Health's Cordillera 
epidemiology and surveillance

unit called on the public not to 
panic as they see no link among 
the cases yet. 

“But the fact that we usually 
have one to two cases every year 
but now we have seven means 
that we should be extra’ cau- 
tious,” Bautista said. 

He said the first case was re- 
ported in March but they thought 
it was too far to be a factor in this 
month's probable mini-outbreak. 

On Aug. 25, year-old Darryl 
Pocais of Holy Ghost Extension 
died of meningococcemia. On Oct. 
3, Marcelino Manalay 17, of 
Barangay Upper Irisan, com- 
plaimed of fever and severe 
headache but died hours later al-

His friend, Paul Gawayan of 
Upper Dominican, died a day lat- 
er buta neurologist at the Baguio 
General Hospital would not link 
itto bacterial meningitis, Bautista 
said.

Bautista said meningococcemia 
is a fast-acting infection that can 
kill a patient, usually a child, in a 
few hours after infection starts. 

The infection is caused by a 
bacteria known as Neisseria 
meningitides, which is normally 
found in common throat disor- 
ders. 

"It is when resistance to the 
bacteria is lowered that it can at- 
tack the body,” he said. 

Neisseria meningitides is dan- 
gerous not because it causes 
meningitis but because once it 
enters the bloodstream, it can 
shock the body and can result in 
kidney failure or death in a few 
hours, Bautista sai 
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He said the risk of dying from 
meningococcemia isa high 17 per- 
cent. In the United States, 80 per- 
cent of cases affect those below 
the age of 10. 

‘It is possible that Manalay is а 
carrier,” Bautista said. 

Meningococcemia is transmit- 
ted by direct person-to-person 
contact through respiratory se- 
cretions. 

Bautista said they were looking 
at the home and school environ- 
ment of the victims to see how 
they could have affected other 
people. 

Incubation in the body could 
be from three to seven days, he 
said. 


Local governments told 
to rely less on IRA, 
more on own revenues

ILOILO CITY—As the fiscal 
crisis shrinks the national gov- 
ernment’s budget pie, local 
government units are asked to 
rely more on themselves to 
fund their operations and pro- 
jects. 

Senate President Franklin 
Drilon said local governments 
should learn to be more indepen- 
dent by improving their local rev- 
enue collection and relying less 
on the Internal Revenue Allot- 
ment (IRA), which is their share 
of the national revenue collec- 
tion. 

Drilon, who spoke heré on 
the Oct. 21 opening of the lloilo 
leg of the Governance Expo 
2004, a project of the Philip- 
pines-Canada Local Govern- 
ment Support Program (LGSP), 
said that mayors have always 
asked him for assistance for 
projects because they do not 
have sources of funds other 
than IRA. ч 

He said that һе was sur- 
prised to learn that even some 
progressive cities and prov. 
inces have been largely depen- 
dent on their IRA by 75 percent 
even if they could find other 
sources of financing the deliv- 
ery of services to their con- 
stituents. Other towns and 
provinces were dependent on 
their IRA by as much as 80 to 
90 percent. 

lloilo provincial administrator 
Manuel Mejorada said Drilon's 
observation was true in many lo- 
cal government units. He said 
that lloilo province was about 70 
to 80 percent dependent on its 
IRA. 

On the other hand, Iloilo City is 
about 46 percent dependent on 
the IRA, said Iloilo City Mayor 


Jerry Trefias in an earlier inter- 
view. 

However, the IRA, the 
lifeblood of many local govern- 
ment units, is also affected by de- 
laysin releases and budget cuts in 
the past. 

Rosario Manasan, in her pa- 
per "Implications of Fiscal 
Problem on the IRA Alloca- 
tion," available at the LGSP Ex- 
po, said that IRA's release has 
become “highly unpredict- 
able.” 

She said that in the years 2000, 
2001 and this year, the mandated 
IRA share was not appropriated 
in full In the years 1998 and 
1999, IRA release was notin full 
while in 1999 it was not released 
on time. 

Manasan, who is connected 
with the Philippine Institute for 
Development Studies, said that 
even before the government has 
admitted that there was a fiscal 
crisis, IRA allocation has been cut 
by a total of P44 billion from 
1998 to 2004. As a result, local 
government units have been 
bearing the costs when IRA re- 
leases were delayed or not re- 
leased in full. 

With the proposed 25 per- 
cent cut in IRA by next year, 
Manasan said the local govern- 
ment’s ability to deliver basic 
services would be seriously 
hampered 

In its digital presentation on 
government finance, the LGSP 
said that other than IRA, local 
governments can count on other 
revenue sources like taxes, fees 
and charges; fees from operating 
economic enterprises; grants 
and donations and credit financ- 
ing. These sources are mandated 
under the Local Government 
Code but many local govern- 
ment units have not tapped 
then.

“They looted these co-ops and 
enriched themselves like the gen- 
erals," he said, 

"Somebody has to say it and I 
am saying it now,” he said. 

He also added that local coop- 
ratives have been having clan-

Ortizs statements came as 


members of the Albay Electric Co- 
operative (Aleco) blamed the Na- 
tional Electrification Administra- 
tion (NEA) for the downfall of 
their cooperative. 

Aleco was declared "dead" by 
former Fr. Francisco Silva, NEA 
administrator and presidential 
adviser on rural reconstruction. 

Eugene Sangil, director and 
spokesperson of the Albay Con- 
sumers Watch (ACW), said the 
NEA was all to blame for Aleco's 
fate. 

‘According to him, NEA inter- 
fered heavily in Aleco's affairs, 
leading to its downfall. 

"In 1992, Aleco was already 
doomed when NEA deconsolidat- 
ed it into three independent co- 
орз for no reason at all" he said. 

Sangil said after the three co- 
operative (Aleco І, Aleco П and 
‘Aleco Ш) managers’ efforts to im- 
prove their status from Category 
D to Category B, NEA again 


worked for the re-merging of the 
three cooperatives in 1992. 

Silva had blamed corrupt Ale- 
co employees for the coopera- 
tive's death. 

“From this time on, no more 
fear of disconnection from 
Napocor. And it is the employees 
that shall be disconnected,” he 
had said. 

Silva threw the ball to the peo- 
ple of Albay to decide for them- 
selves on what to do with their 
electrie cooperative. The former 
NEA administrator claimed that he 
was not washing hands this time, 
only that he wanted Albayanons to 
decide what they want to do with 
the electric cooperative.

No gov't purchases 

The health secretary reiterated that the na- 
tional government would not spend its own 
money to purchase contraceptives despite 
calls from reproductive health advocates. 

"No government, to my knowledge, has ev- 
er bought contraceptives since the 1970s. 
They were all donations, so the effect is а 
dole-out mentality. The stocks were wasted. 
Now that there is a threat of scarcity, people. 
are looking into it, Dayrit said. 

Drastic cuts in donations of contraceptives 
would force local governments, who are left 
to draw up their own population programs 
and policies, to spend for whatever birth con- 
trol methods they want to promote. 

For her part, a consultant of the Catholic 
Bishops Conference of the Philippines yester- 
day urged businessmen to provide jobs to the. 
"robust population" instead of urging the gov- 
ernment to manage the country's population 
growth 

Jo Imbong, executive secretary of the CBCP 
legal office and consultant of the Episcopal 
commission on family and life, reiterated the 
Church's stand that what the country needed 
was economic management, not population 
control. 


No population problem 

"There is no population problem. We have. 
a healthy population growth for purposes of 
replacing the aged in this country" Imbong 
told the Inquinen in a phone interview. 

“What wed like... is for the business com- 
munity to create jobs for the working popula- 
tion. We have young people who are diligent, 
educated, can speak good English, and they 
are just being taken away by opportunities 
abroad,” she said.

Sen. Ramon Magsaysay Jr., who describes 
himself as pro-life, voiced support for the call 
made by the businessmen, but said the family" 
planning method should be left to the deci- 
sion of couples. 

Magsaysay said he did not think that the 
Church was "pressing its way” on the matter. 


Policy of foreign nations 

Senate Minority Leader Aquilino Pimentel Jr, 
said that he agreed with Ms Arroyo's stand that 
there was no way for the country to adopt the 
population control policies of foreign nations. 

“I think we should establish our own popu- 
lation control policy in consultation with the 
Church and also with the families, as provided 
in the Constitution,” Pimentel said.

Court-martial rules 

Under the rules, AFP Chief of Staff Gen. 
Narciso Abaya has the sole power to consti- 
цие the court-martial and convene proceed- 
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ings against any officer. 

The office of the Judge Advocate General 
conducts a pre-trial investigation of the offi- 
сег case prior to court-martial proceedings. 
‘The JAG submits his recommendations to the 
chief of staff, 

“We are now investigating and gathering 
evidence against these senior officials, and 
the Judge Advocate General will eventually 
evaluate this [evidence], " Adan said. 

He said the JAG was still determining 
whether other senior officials would be sub- 
jected to the court-martial. But he did not 
name them. 

Only seven officials will compose the court- 
martial for each case. But if the soldier charged 
uses his right to peremptory challenge, as in the 
case of the Magdalo mutineers, any of the seven 
canbe removed and replaced. 

An officer is tried by a set of officers senior 
or equal in rank.

Police unit 
to launch 
e-blotter

THE COUNTRYS prisons have 
mot been spared the twin prob- 
lems of hunger and poverty, with 
as many as 14,000 inmates not 
included in the food payroll for 
2004 of the Bureau of Jail Man- 
agement and Penology (ВЛМР). 

According to a study on jail 
conditions in the country com- 
missioned by the Supreme Court, 
the number of prisoners has been 
increasing by 12 percent every 
year, but the budget allocated to 
the BJMP had not gone up in the 
past two years.

“Later on, we will try to have

Under the e-blotter system, the 
data entered, like name, place and. 
time of a crime's occurrence, could 
no longer be changed once they 
are encoded into the computer. 

This would help ensure that 
what is reported by the police at 
theendof the yearis the true crime 
rate—not a tampered version. 

Police are also moving toward 
using email, to be initially used in 
disseminating orders from the 
PNP hierarchy, disclosed Sr. Supt. 
Felipe Rojas Jt, chief of the 
Marikina Police.

Teen in Martinez slay freed

A TEENAGER who was arrested earlier in 
connection with the daring slay of Manila Po- 
lice Supt. Manolo Martinez has been released 
by the police for lack of evidence that would 
link him to the crime. 

The 15-year-old boy was one of two men 
caught by police in Lower Tawi-Tawi, Caloocan 
City, during a pre-dawm raid the other day. 

“We released him because he was not posi- 
tively identified by witnesses,” said WPD 
rector Chief Supt. Pedro Bulaong. 

But the other arrested suspect, Jun Felizar- 
do, will remain under detention. A witness 
had identified him as one of the men who at- 
tacked Martinez. 


Police also said Felizardo was involved in 
planning the ambush, and tagged him as a 
primary suspect. The witness picked him out 
froma lineup of 12 men. 

Martinez, a veteran Manila policeman, 
died from several gunshot wounds in the 
chest and back at the parking lot of the Sta. 
Mesa police station on Monday. Three others 
were injured in the incident. 

‘A group that called itself Partisano claimed 
they shot Martinez because the policeman 
had killed urban poor leaders and attacked 
protesters. But police officials said drug lords 
‘whose operations he had disrupted could 
have ordered the killing. 

Martinez wife, Lucila, had said earlier that 
lawmen were also possible suspects.

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Specter of hunger stalks RP jails 


By Leila B. Salaverria problems in the country's prisons 
system included in the study writ- 
ten by Raymund Narag, a former 
detainee at the Quezon City jail. 

The study, done within a seven- 
month period, describes the dis- 
mal pligit of the BJMP and details 
the conditions inside the Quezon 
ity jail. Narag was detained there 
for seven years before being ac- 
quitted in 2002 for taking part in 
the killing of a fellow University of 
the Philippines student. 

Speaking at a press conference 
of the Catholic Bishops Confer- 
ence of the Philippines, Narag 
said inmates at the Quezon City 
Jail die at an alarming rate of two 
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to five a week. He added that this 
was because the jails were con- 
gested, with 3, 465 inmates 
packed into facilities meant for 
815. There was also a lack of fa- 
cilities and resources, including 
food and medicine. 

“This drastic increase in the in- 
mate population, sad to say, nev- 
er translated to additional re- 
sources," he said. 

There are around 54,000 in- 
mates under the custody of the 
BJMB which had been given a 
P1.9-billion budget this year, the 
same budget in 2002 when the 
jail population was smaller. 

‘At present, each inmate is giv- 
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еп a P35 food allowance per day, 
or P11.60 per meal. But since ће 
number of prisoners is growing 
and the budget stays the same, 
the inmates have no choice but to 
make do with the dwindling re- 
sources. Narag said the lack gave 
rise to а “self-help” system often 
headed by the Very Important 
Preso ог “VIR” 

AVIPis an affluent inmate who 
provides money for the mainte- 
nance of the cells, food, medicine 
and other expenses. In exchange, 
he gets his own room and is al- 
lowed luxuries like a TV set. 

Such a system, however is 
open to abuse and could lead to 
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security lapses, he said. Prison 
rules are skirted or disregarded 
altogether, and the VIPs imple- 
ment their own rules with their 
own system of punishment. 

Jail officials, said Narag, only 
step in to oversee what is happen- 
ing when trouble breaks out, but 
otherwise leave the inmates 
alone. 

Cramped and dilapidated jail 
facilities are also a problem, since 
prisoners have no choice but to 
stay with the sickly, a situation 
that allows the quick spread of 
disease like boils and tuberculo- 
sis. Medicine is also scarce. In the 
National Capital Region, only 
eight doctors attend to 21,000 in- 
mates, according to Narag. 

There is also a lack of judges 
and public lawyers to handle cas- 
es, and as a result, inmates stay 
an average of 3.2 years in jail be- 
fore their cases are resolved. 

"This is unfortunate, consider- 
ing that a Supreme Court survey 
had shown that only 18 percent 
of inmates are found guilty, 
Narag added. 

He also attributed the conges- 
tion to the passage of the Com- 
prehensive Drug Law in 2002 
lowering the threshold for a non- 
bailable drug offense. 

То address the problem, Narag 
suggested the passage of a Pre- 
Trial Release Program Bill that 
would allow certain suspects to 
be spared jail time and instead be 
placed under an officer's supervi- 
sion while the trial is ongoing. 

Such a bill would not only 
lessen the number of prisoners 
and save money, it would also al- 
low suspects to function as pro- 
ductive members of society in- 
stead of wasting their potential. 

“If you should punish us, pun- 
ish us in the correct and proper 
way,” Narag said. 

“Punish us with loving justice, 
one that would make us reform 
our ways and prepare us for our 
return to the mainstream when 
"we are released from prison,” he

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What makes a CEO?

THE INFLATION rate in October is expected to come in at 
6.9-7.4 percent, the highest in more than five years, due to.

RENEWED demand for computers and other 
electronics products boosted exports from the 
Subic freeport by 14 percent in the first nine 
months of the year. 

The Subic Bay Metropolitan Authority re- 
ported that exports hit $558 million as of end- 
September, up from $491 million posted in 
the same period last year. 

‘Alfredo C. Antonio, the newly installed ad- 
ministrator of the SBMA, said in a statement 
that exports from Subic remained strong de- 
spite the slight fall in shipments of electronic 
products. 

"We are confident that export performance 
would remain sturdy for the rest of the year,” 
Antonio said.

- A major reason given for the lack of 
téchnology transfer is that the 17,000 
agriculture extension workers originally 
with the Department of Agriculture 
(DA) were devolved to the provincial 
and municipal governments. Because of 
this, the extension workers often do not 
get new agricultural technologies or the 
proper direction. This is especially true 
Where the governors or mayors have lit- 
tle appreciation for agriculture. 

~ During this meeting, Gerry Valdez 
was the guest speaker. Valdez is an es- 
sential oil specialist, a director of the 
Organic Producers Trade Association 
(Ора) and the municipal administra- 
torof Baras, Rizal, He talked of howor- 
ganic farming technology transfer was 
akey governance component of Baras. 


Pest aside, not pesticide 
‘Valdez stated that, using organic farm- 
| ing, we can set pests aside without using 
pesticide. He cited the case of termites. 
We usually call the termite exterminator 
to spray our houses with the appropriate 
ntitermite chemicals. But if we had 
ickens roaming free in our backyards, 
~ ме would not have needed these chemi- 
‘als, This is because the chickens would 
have found and eaten the termites, 
At the field level, organic agriculture

ап offer natural solutions to replace the 
now commonly used chemical based 
pesticides. Insects are scent driven. If an 
agricultural field is planted in strategic 
locations with grass, bushes or trees that 
‘emit an aroma repulsive to the insects, 
they will stay away from that field. There 
would be no need for pesticides. 

‘An example is the kabling. This is also 
called suagkabayo or suagaso in the 
“Tagalog regions. Suag is the Tagalog word 
for avoidance behavior It is as applicable. 
to insects as it is to Kabayos 


fertile. In addition, the rising cost of im- 
ported chemical inputs made farming 
simply unprofitable because of the depre- 
ciation of the peso. 

Organic agriculture offered the op- 
portunity of reinvigorating the land. It 
could also decrease the cost of inputs. 
Finally since organic products com- 
mand a higher price in the market, this 
would result in a profitable venture.

ARE YOU tired of getting calls from 
insurance agents convincing you to 
get life insurance policies from 
them? If you did get insurance, do 
you find it hard to pay the quarter- 
ly premium and are you sorry ev- 
ery time that you have to pay? 

"Think again. 

‘The death of a loved one is a 
cause of great sorrow and grief. In 
these times when you're at your 
lowest point, the last thing on 
your mind is worrying about the 
necessary papers and various ex- 
penses to be paid, including estate. 
taxes. You don't even know if the 
papers your loved one has left are 
complete and if the

correct! Like the death of a loved 
опе, these matters come like а 
thief in the night. And the worst 
thing is, unless the properties left 
can be converted immediately to 
cash, the great question arises: 
Where will the money come from 
to pay forall these things? 


Benefits of life insurance 

Life insurance can lessen these 
problems during these trying 
times. Life insurance proceeds will 
enable one to meet various death- 
related expenses, such as repay- 
ment of debts, payment of estate 
taxes, probate costs, last illness 
costs, and funeral expenses. With 
life insurance proceeds, there may 
be no need to sell assets (land, 
cars, jewelry, etc.) , prematurely 
and with a huge price cut. There is 
по need to swallow the bitter pill 
of high interest rates from the 
neighborhood moneylender. 

‘There is no need to ask friends 
and relatives for financial assis- 
tance, Best of all, life insurance 
proceeds can be tax-free. 

‘The taxability of insurance pro- 
ceeds will depend on whether the 
designation of the beneficiary is re- 
vocable or irrevocable. 1f revoca- 
ble, the proceeds ofa Ме insurance 
policy form part of the gross estate 
of the insured upon death, even if 
he/she failed to exercise the op- 
tion to revoke that designation. As 
part of the estate, the said insur- 
ance proceeds are subject to the 
estate tax. For example, if a dece- 
dent left a net estate of P4 million 
(let's assume this all came from life 
insurance proceeds), the estate tax 
will amount to P355,000. 

Since the estate tax retum 
needs tobe filed within six months 
from the decedent's death, the es- 
tate's administrator has to pay this 
amount within six months. This 
may not be easy to do if the ad- 
ministrator has various death-re- 
lated expenses to settle and he is 
not able to get cash left in the es- 
tate. On the other hand, ifthe ben- 


eficiary is irrevocably designated, 
the right to the proceeds of the life 
insurance policy, upon the death 
of insured immediately vests on 
the beneficiary, unless the benefi- 
ciary is the estate of the decedent, 
his executor, or administrator. In 
this case, said proceeds no longer 
form part of the gross estate of the 
deceased and are not subject to es- 
tate tax. Using our example, that's 
savings of P355,000 outright. 


Life insurance as FWP tool 
As explained earlier, if the bene- 
ficiary is irrevocably designated, 
the life insurance proceeds are not 
subject to estate tax. Aside from 
saving estate taxes on the insur- 
ance proceeds, this will also help 
meet death-related expenses. If

"wealth protection tool, it would al- 
so be a good move to get life insur- 
ance policies with large proceeds. 
As compared to making invest- 
ments in land, investing in life in- 
surance is easier to handle. It is 
easier to pay since premiums may 
be paid on a staggered basis (its 
just like saving your earnings litle 
by little in a bank), and if you die 
before paying all the premiums, 
usually the entire premiums are 
considered as fully paid and the 
beneficiary still gets the entire 
proceeds. If you buy land, you 
have to pay the price outright or 
get a loan and pay interest, which 
is almost equivalent to the price of 
the land. You do not need to pay 
taxes while you are paying insur- 


mentary stamps tax (DST)] ш 
land where you have to regularly 
pay real estate tax, among others. 
The insurance proceeds are fixed 
and may even double if death is by 
accident. It also gives a relatively 
high and sure retum on invest- 
ment—the amount of premiums is 
low in relation to the proceeds. 
This is unlike land whose value 
may be volatile (it is hard to pre- 
dict if it will depreciate or if it will 
appreciate, how long you have to 
hold on to it before you earn prof- 
its, etc). If land is transferred 
through the estate, your heirs will 
have to go through а lot of paper- 
work and pay various transfer tax- 
es, including estate tax, unlike in- 
surance proceeds, which, as men- 
tioned earlier, are automatically 
vested on the beneficiary and are. 
not subject to estate tax if the ben- 
eficiary is irrevocably designated. 

Life insurance probably ranks the 
highest among the FWP tools when 
it comes to ease of execution. 

However, the downside would 
be that you cannot change the 
beneficiaries whom you designat- 
ed as irrevocable if and when 
they lose your good graces and 
you would not want them to be 
your beneficiaries anymore.

THE CHALLENGE to bring 
brands closer to the consumer 
has spawned a plethora of events 
and an industry of event organiz- 


Where brand experience is the 
cornerstone of events, itis not un- 
common for marketers to fall into 
the execution trap, overwhelmed 
by the design, roster of personali- 
ties and the seemingly glitz and 
glamour of events while failing to 
understand, and even overlook- 
ing ing the brand's strategic fit to 


Experience marketing, through 
events, can be a competitive ad- 
vantage yet without strategy, can 
lead to a commodity-like rather 
than differentiating experience. 

Following are ways to avoid 
the event execution trap:. 

Watch out for the brand fit. 
Does the event match and en- 
hance the brand's essence, per- 
sonality and value proposition? 
McDonalds in recent years has 
openly supported the value of 
healthy eating and lifestyle. Cap- 
ping this brand statement is their 
event sponsorship of the Athens 
2004 Olympic, a yearlong activity 
for the Golden Arches that began 
in 2003 when McDonald's 1.3 
million crew worldwide was giv- 
еп the opportunity to become a 
member of 
Olympic champion crew. Partici- 
pating McDonald's outlets hosted 
localized competitions to select 
the best of their best crew along 
the same ideals of the Olympic 
games—quality, speed, accuracy, 
teamwork and service. The incen- 
tive—a chance to be honored in 
Athens at a special pre-games 
event and the opportunity to help 
serve the world's greatest ath- 
letes, attend Olympic events and 
participate in special activities. 

Connect with your target 
market, not just be where they 
are. Consumers have become too 
discriminating that simply un- 
rolling a streamer onsite or setting 
up a merchandising booth in an 
event is no longer that much effec 
tive. Has your brand ingratiared 
itself with the target market by 
making them feel that you are an 
active part oftheir experience and 
their culture rather than a mere 
company logo in their event? 

The Sprite Urban Games in 
Clapham Common in London this 
July was a fusion between, fash- 
jon, sports, lifestyle and music.

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Your events marketing 
need to be strategic, too

WITHOUT strategy, events marketing can lead to a commodity-like rather than differentiating experience, 


The event included skateboard- 
ing competitions, free style mo- 
tocross (FMX), B-boy break danc- 
ing, BMX, among others. Sprite, 
whose lifestyle differentiation to 
Coke, is to be accepted by edgers, 
and are traditionally anti-corpo- 
anti-establishment 
youths, has evolved its brand by 
focusing on this youth market 
rather than the mainstream or 
conformist young. In so doing, 
the new look of its can was de- 
signed by an urban artist using 
graffiti style logo. Marketers 
must learn to use events in ways 
that make the brand experience 
memorable thus, enhancing con- 
sumer experience while con- 
tributing to the target market's 
culture rather than just grabbing 
a share of their pocket power. 
Choose the realm of experi- 
ence. Are you creating emotional 
excitement and sensorial experi- 
ences simply around your brand's 
event or are you once again just a 
logo, streamer or booth display? 
Pine and Gilmore, authors of 
The Experience Economy offers 
our dimensions of experience 
that brand marketers con singly 
or multi-dimensionally capitalize 
on when staging events - enter- 
education, aesthetic 


and body. Groups of women did 
mot just get to experience Dove 
Cream bar, facial wash, body wash 
but became part of a brand event 
that allowed them a four-night, 
five-day luxury cruise while they 
spent some time engaged in 
health and wellness activities. 

Provide a positive impression; 
take away the negatives. Has 
your target market talked about 
your brand event in an animated, 
positive way? Are they looking 
forward to and planning to join 
next year's event? 

The memorability of an experi- 
ence is measured by the con- 
sumer's overall attitude towards 
the brand event after the experi- 
ence. This is aided by the authen- 
ticity of their experience. Con- 
sumers are quick to catch negative 
cues that do not fit well with the 
brand's essence. Popular personal- 
ities can overshadow brands spe- 
cially if they do not fit well with 
the brand personality. Likewise, 
surly merchandisers and front-lin- 
ers can destroy brand image and 
experience. Likewise, this in- 
dudes unprofessional. hosts and 
unpleasant wordings in signages. 
АШ these can spoil the brand expe- 
rience. Brands must pay attention 
to details. 

Today, brand events can have 
as much power in building or de- 
stroying brands. Just like advei 
tising, incorrect choices and mis- 
handling of event experiences 
can bea costly misstep.

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‘How does a local brand maintain market leadership?’ 


HERE'S an interesting marketing case. 
Eugene Go, VP for marketing at Uni- 
trade, the company that markets and 
sells EQ Dry Baby Diapers, writ 

Q: "We've fought with the giants like 
Kimberly Clark and PRG in the baby dia- 
per market and emerged victorious. Its 
а neck-to-neck fight for market leader- 
ship between EQ and P&G's Pampers. 
Kimberly Clark with its Huggies and 
Kimbies is a very far No. 3. It was in the 
months of May till October last year, 
when EQ occupied the front seat of the 
baby diaper market, dislodging no less 
than Pampers Comfort of PAG. It has 
since been а neck-to-neck battle be- 
tween P&G and Unitrade. 

Here's our current unresolved mar- 
keting challenge: How does a local 
brand maintain market leadership in a 
market where you are up against the 
multinational giants like P&G consid- 
ering their vast resources both locally 
and globally?" 

A: This is a simple as well as a compli- 
cated case. Therefore, there's a simple 
answer to the "challenge" and a complex 
one. 

The simple diagnosis of the EQ success 
in attaining market leadership draws 
from benchmarking against the past. EQ 
succeeded because of what it had done in 
the past, and (more importantly) what 
the global competitor brands did in re- 
sponse. So the simple MRx is this. You сап 
“maintain market leadership in a market 
‘where you are up against the multination- 
al giants like P&G considering their vast 
resources both locally and globally” if you 
can continue doing what you've been do- 
ing, and (more importantly) if your com- 
petitor multinational giants especially 
P&G will do what they did in response to 


your taking leaders 

So what did you do, and (more impor- 
tantly) what did P&G do in response? Can 
you go on doing what you did? Will P&G 
goon doing what it did or will it start tak- 
ing you on seriously? Answering these 
questions requires market data. We don't 
have those data but you have. So get back 
to them and reanalyze, rediagnose. 

Of course, the situation may not be 
that simple. Consider, for example, the 
marketing metric you're using to mea- 
sure market leadership. Share of market 
is that metric and its a simple enough 
metric although even here practice dis- 
tinguishes between "volume" or unit 
market share and "value" or peso market 
share. A brand's volume marker share is 
equal to its unit sales divided by the 
product category’s total unit sales. A 
brand value market share is its peso sales 
divided by the category's total peso sales. 
‘Those are the trade audit definitions. 


Usage frequency 

Where is your market leadership com- 
ing from? 

In market survey research like the UAI 
(usage, attitude, image) study, market 
share is the percent of total category 
users surveyed using your brand most of- 
ten. Thats akin to the trade aud it's vol- 
ume market share. I's assuming that the 
category users surveyed are buying the 
same number of units. If they are not, 
then make the necessary adjustment by 
factoring in the different usage frequen- 
су. Incidentally, during the recently con- 
cluded Philippine Retailers Association 
conference last Aug. 13, 2004, this was 
what the senior MRx-er suggested shop- 
ping malls like SM Megamall versus 
Greenbelt do in measuring their market

share of the malling market. A study 
shows more people go to SM but people 
who shop in Greenbelt buy more often 
and do bigger purchases. 

‘Anyway, what we're saying is its 
worth asking for your EQ baby diaper 
brand: “Is its market leadership coming 
from higher volume sales, chat is, more 
units sold? Is it also market leader in val- 
че sales, that is, in spite of its lower 
price?" 

This is the same as asking the segmen- 
tation question: "Is EQ's market leader- 
ship in the price segment of the market 
only in price or in both price and premi- 
um segments?" And here's where you 
have to consider the second complica- 
tion in your diagnosis of your stated "un- 
resolved marketing challenge." 

A quick check with Rustan Supermar- 
ker's Online Grocery Store shows: 

EQ Diaper Budget Pack (Large in 12s) 
sells for P88.25 or P7.35 per pad. 

Pampers Comfort Diapers (Large in 
125) sell for P107.50 or P8.58 per pad. 

Whats immediately obvious from 
these price data is that the baby diaper 
market is price segmented into the econ- 
оту (or price) segment and the premi- 
um segment. The economy segment in- 
cludes: Kimbies Plus Diaper (Large in 
28's) priced at P200.90 or P7.18 per pad; 
and Huggies Dri Fit Diaper (Large in 4's) 
priced at P29.90 or P7.48 per pad. Оп 


the other hand, the premium segment al- 
so has Huggies Dri Fit with Dry Soft Cov- 
er (Large in 12's) priced at P98.90 or 
8.24 рег pad; and Drypers WeeWee Dry 
Disposable Diapers (Large in 24's) priced 
at P206 or 8.58 per pad. 

This price segmentation of the market 
means when you talk about market lead- 
ership, you should make it clear in what 
price market segment your brand is а 
leader in. That's the same as saying what 
market segment accepts you as their fa- 
vorite brand. So re-tabulate your market 
share ratios by segments and you can 
validate this proposition. 


Benchmark, analyze market data 

Recalibrating your market leadership 
metrics is not just a matter of being accu- 
rate. This has strategic implication to 
your “unresolved marketing challenge.” 
Should P&G decide they ought to enter 
the price segment with a price brand and 
maintain their Pampers as the leader 
brand in the premium segment, well, 
well, now you're in for a marketing fight 
of your life! Of course, the way to 
counter this competitive move is for you 
to enter the premium segment with your 
‘own premium brand. But is this counter 
within your resources and capability? 
You implicitly admitted in your e-mail 
that you're not a "multinational giant 
like P&G" who has “vast resources both 
locally and globally" If you can't do this 
in the way that P&G can enter your price 
segment, then you can appreciate the 
high likelihood that you cannot maintain 
your market leadership once P&G starts 
moving in the direction we predicted. 

So here's the summary of our MRs 
for you to cope with your situation: 

Start with the simple diagnosis. 


Benchmark against the past and learn 
what you did to be successful relative to 
your competitors’ responses. Then ask 
these two related questions: 

1) Can you continue doing what you 
did in attaining success or market leader- 
ship? 

2) Will your global competitors coi 
tinue responding in the way they did in 
that past period or will they take you up 
and respond the way they typically do 
againsta threat? 

Then shift to a more realistic al- 
though a bit more complicated diag- 
nosis. 

ө Start with a clearer calibration of 
your marketing metric for market leader- 
ship. s your market leadership one of 
volume (or unit) market sháre or one of 
value (or peso) market share? 

* Мех, analyze your market data 
with respect to price segmentation and 
locate where or in what segment your 
market leadership is located. 

1) If you're a leader brand in the price 
segment (which is usually the case of a 
local brand competing with a global 
brand), then consider the likelihood of 
your competitor global brand now enter- 
ing the price segment with its own price 
brand to compete against your own price 
brand. 

2) If you have to counter this move by 
yourself challenging them in the premi- 
‘um segment (which is the typical case), 
honestly assess the required resources 
and capability for your bringing into the 
premium segment your own premium 
brand to compete against the global 
competitor's premium brand.

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ADDITIONAL REVENUE DOWN TO P6B FROM РЭВ 
Gov't gives in to tobacco lobby, lowers sin taxes

BECAUSE of the economic team's decision to. 
lower the proposed additional tax rate on 
cigarettes and alcohol from 30.1 percent to 20 
percent, the government will give up over P3 
billion in additional revenue a year. 

Estimates from the Department of Finance 
showed that instead of annually collecting 
P9.6 billion in additional revenue, the gov. 
ernment will only stand to collect a little over. 
P6 billion, with the 20-percent increase in 
the excise tax rates on the so-called sin prod- 
ucts, 

‘The economic team—which includes the 
Department of Finance, the National Eco- 
nomic and Development Authority, the De- 
partment of Trade and Industry and the 
Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinzs—originally 
pushed for a 30.1 percent increase in the tax- 
eson cigarettes and alcohol. The 30.1 percent 
reflects the amount of inflation from 1997 to. 
2003, considering that the taxes currently im- 
posed on sin products are still based on 1997 
prices. 

But pressure from the cigarette makers had 
forced Congress to ask the economic team to 
reduce the proposed 30.l-percent tax in- 
crease. 

"What we propose, Congress disposes,” 
said Finance Secretary Juanita Amatong in à 
press briefing, "There was a consensus among 
legislators to lower the additional tax rate to 
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only 20 percent. Most of them feel that 30.1 
percent was too high.” 

DOF sources said President Macapagal-Ar- 
Toyo suggested to the members of her eco- 
nomic team to heed the legislators’ request to 
prevent delays in the passage of the adminis- 
tration’s proposed revenue-enhancement 
measures, 

The Arroyo administration has been 
warned that the country is facing a credit-rat- 
ing downgrade if it fails to implement some of 
its fiscal reform measures before the end of 
the year 

“Leave itto the wisdom of Congress,” said a 
finance official quoting President Arroyo as 
saying during а meeting with economic man- 
agers. 

‘At present, tobacco firms pay P1.12 for 
each pack of low-priced cigarettes, P5.60 for 
each pack of cigarettes under the medium cat- 
egory, P8.96 for each pack of high priced 
cigarettes, and P13.44 for each pack of premi- 
um cigarettes. 

Under the economic team’s proposal, the 
tax rates will also be indexed to inflation ev- 
ery two years. 

The proposal to adjust the tax on sin prod- 
uctsis included in the Arroyo administration's 
revenue-enhancement measures intended го 
help achieve the government's medium-term 
goal of wiping out the gaping budget deficit, 
which is expected to reach P197.8 billion by 
year's end. 


BSP: No changes in key rates

THE MONETARY Board yesterday voted to 
keep key policy rates at the present levels as 
threats to inflation and foreign exchange rate 
were seen to be manageable. 

But Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas Governor 
Rafael Buenaventura, in a press briefing after 
the MB's monthly interest rate meeting, said 
monetary authorities would not hesitate to 
tighten the rates to counter inflationary pres- 


sures in the future. 

As of yesterday, the overnight borrowing or 
reverse repurchase rate was kept at 6.75 per- 
cent and the overnight lending or repurchase 
rate at9 percent. 

“In its assessment of the monetary stance, the 
MB noted that conditions for output and infla- 
tion over the policy horizon continue to support 
the case for maintaining the BSP's policy rates 
at their current levels," Buenaventura said. 

He explained that indications of price pres- 
sures across various commodity groups were 
‘outweighed by the presence of relatively high 
unemployment and moderate credit activity 
in the economy. This means that because 


there are more people who are not earning 
wages, there is less consumer demand. 

"Such conditions imply that the current infla- 
tion uptrend is originating mainly from the sup- 
ply side rather than the demand side,” he said. 

In the absence of clear evidence of de- 
mand-side effects of supply shocks or mount- 
ing demand-side inflationary pressures, Bue- 
aventura said monetary authorities thus opt- 
ей to maintain the present settings for mone- 
tary policy. 

The current rates were pegged in July. 
2003. 

‘Given the dominant role of supply side de- 
velopments in the inflation outlook, inflation. 
can be best mitigated in the near term by ap- 
propriate supply-side or non-monetary policy 
measures that would facilitate production, 
timely importation, distribution and delivery 
of key commodities,” Buenaventura said. 

He also noted that the prevailing interest 
rate differentials between Philippine 91-day 
‘Treasury bill rate and the comparative US Т. 
bill rate as well as the 90-day London Inter- 
bank Offered Rate was still sizeable” at more 
than 400 basis points.

‘Wrapping up the 2005 

Pars collections last week, 
Women's Wear Daily (WWD) wrote an inter- 
esting observation about the times: "Waistlines 
have replaced hemlines as the great divider of, 
generations...

It continued to say that men and wom- 
en—consumers in general, especially those 30 
and above—are highly divided in their choic- 
es, whether low- or high-rise, and pants de- 
signers and manufacturers are trying to deci- 
pher the markets preferences and comfort 
zones. 

From the '50s onward, hemlines were the 
consuming issue, with the fashion collec- 
tions using them as the defining design state- 
ment of each fashion season, whether it was 
mini or micro mini, mid-calf, knee-length or 
midi, The fall and rise of the hemline were 
even co-related to the economic index 
through the decades. 

However, apparently, today, hemline has be- 
come a non-issue. Unless you wear your skirt 
micro-minishor, people hardly notice how 
low or high you wear your skirt. It's been ac- 
сергей and obvious for quite some time now 
that women have choices when it comes to 
hemlines, and that there's no longer a uniform 
length. You can go knee-length today, mid-calf 
tomorrow, or if you're adventurous enough 
like Lulu Tan-Gan, wear it mid-thigh. The 
same holds true for pants—capri, baggy-or- 
boot-legged-long or pedal-pusher-short. (Bag 
gy trousers, by the way, are the thing again.) 

Waisilines, however, are the fashion flash- 
point to watch. Since Tom Ford declared that 
the hips were the new erogenous zone and 
proceeded to pull down to the hips women’s 
skirts and pants, navel-flashing has become 
the vogue.

Interestingly, pants lines 
are offering as many as four “rises’—the low, 
the medium-high, the high to the natural waist 
or from the belly button to 3% inches below. 

This is quite interesting, for never in con- 
temporary fashion have we been measuring 
the distance to and from the belly button—in 
inches. According to WWD, the pants makers 
simply want to reach the entire market out 
there, from the so-called “hip chicks” to the 
"soccer moms.” And more often than not, the 
soccer moms want to be hip themselves. 

This proves what we've been saying all 
along—the best way to define the market, es- 
pecially the style or fashion market, is by its 
lifestyle, not so much by its biological age. This 
is because nothing bars today's women and 
men from trying out styles; they can go as far 
as their courage—or cowardice—will take 
them. 

А Florence (Italy) retailer divides the waist- 
line into three options—classic, modern (mid- 
rise) and contemporary. She told WWD: "In 
the past year, customers have been totally con- 
fused, asking us where their waistline is. We're 
figuring it out for them before they go in the 
dressing room.”

“WHY HIM?” 

This was a friend demanding to know why I 
was working on a film about Bong Pefiera. 
The friend used to edit Jingle Magazine, the 
Philippines prime music and chord book pub- 
lication.

Among fellow filmmakers working with 
me, no one knew “Bong Who?" either.

He just happened to be Peiiera's old 
pal and band mate. That very first group had 
four members, according to this unexpected 
find, Bing Villegas—himself, Pefiera, and two 
girls both named Vicki. 

Villegas laughingly recalled guesting in

shows at the time, and hosts Ariel Ureta and 
Tina Revilla referring to the group as Vicki 
Vicki Bing Bong! 


More surprises 

One night after a shoot, while chilling out 
with the crew at Joel Torre's Manukan along 
Gilmore Avenue, 1 asked the waiter to play 
our CD, with Pefiera's "Samba Song" and 
“Batucada Sa Calesa." Midway through "Sam- 
ba Song," beautifully sung in Portuguese by 
Maria Dulce Da Silva, we heard two middle- 
aged executive types ask the waiter where the. 
CD was from. When the waiter pointed our 
way, the two men came over and excitedly 
told us stories of evenings at Hyatt’s Calesa 
Bar where Bong Рейега and the Batucada 
Band reigned in the 70s. 

Another night, while we waited for Pa 
CCastillo—who did the vocals for "Love Notes," 
опе of Pefiera's best-loved songs—at Merck's 
Bar in Glorietta 3, a band in the alley started 
playing an unmistakable bossa nova groove. I 
went closer. A young Pinay in miniskirt sat on- 
a stool singing in Portuguese. Then she 
segued to “Batucada Sa Calesa.” A new band 

laying Pefiera was a rare treat. So we inter- 
viewed Eileen Sison, Richie Quirino and the 
rest of the Guarana Band right there, right af- 
ter their set. 

Yet another friend confessed that she used 
to call radio stations during the late 70s to re- 
quest for Peñera songs. She introduced me to 
a writer who had earlier done a scathing re- 
view of a Ребега album. The writer told me he 
had completely changed his mind about that 
album.

Brazilian backup 

A pleasant surprise was the reaction of the 
Brazilian envoy to the Philippines, Ambas- 
sador Claudio Maria Henrique Do Couto Lyra. 
Thad written a letter requesting him for a re- 
ferral; I said I wanted to meet a Brazilian na- 
tional here in the country who could give a 
background on the samba and the bossa nova. 
To my surprise, the ambassador himself and 
First Minister Carlos Augusto Loureiro De 
Carvalho enthusiastically discussed their per- 
sonal passion for samba music. More impor- 
tant, Bong Peñera was no stranger to them, 
and they said they appreciated his music. 

Lyra offered to contact Dulce Da Silva, a 
staff at the Brazilian Embassy in the 70s now 
based in Buenos Aires, Argentina. Da Silva 
had translated the English-Tagalog "Samba 
Song" into Portuguese and recorded it in Pei 
era's first album. Later, a lady diplomat, Муг 
am Abitam, showed us how to dance the sam- 
ba. 

Needless to say as our research progressed, 
we gathered more interesting details. During 
an interview with former Jingle staffers—edi- 
tor Ces Rodriguez and members of her music 
patrol Eric Caruncho, Bill Huang, Mike Jamir, 
Edwin Sallan, and Tony Maghirang—at the 
UFO Gallery in San Juan, Caruncho informed 
us that on an Internet auction site, a record 
collector in Japan was offering USS 10,000 for 
a vinyl record of Peiiera. 

At the end of the interview, Jamir and 
Huang gave us the number of one Johnny Ale- 
gre, said to be a Pinoy jazz chronicler.

One visit to an optometrist yielded more 
than reading glasses. The luminous Dr. Nella 
Sarabia was business affairs manager for the 
late Edmond Fortuno, who played the drums 
in Рейега'в third album and atthe Calesa Bar 
gigs. Pefiera and Fortuno, or "Bosyo" might 
seem an odd combination, the latter having 
been partial to rock.

Passport

PASSPORTS will cost 120 percent more 
nextyear. 

The Department of Foreign Affairs has 
reported to the House appropriations 
committee that the cost of processing 
passports in 2005 will more than double 
from P500 to P1,100 apiece. 

Based on the same DFA report, appro- 
priations panel chair Rep. Rolando An- 
daya (LR Camarines Sur) said that pro- 
cessing fees will increase even more de- 
pending on the foreign exchange rate. 

Andaya said that the increase is due to 
the adoption and issuance next year of 
“machine readable passports” under a 
build-operate-transfer project by the 
DFA.

Smokey Mountain

SMOKEY Mountain is safe. 

This was the assurance made yester- 
day by housing developer R-II Builders in 
the wake of questions regarding the al- 
leged health and safety hazards posed by 
the tons of garbage in what was once the 
country’s biggest dump.

Chato, in a press statement, said 
Smokey Mountain Development and 
Reclamation Project (SMDRP) was not 
only issued an environmental compliance 
certificate (ECC); the safety measures im- 
plemented to guarantee the long-term 
safety and health of residents also go be- 
yond the standards set by the DENR and 
‘were consistent with more stringent US 
regulations on solid waste management.

Ombudsman starts probe of

‘THE OMBUDSMAN has begun a quiet in- 
vestigation into the reportedly large- 
scale corruption at the Philippine Na- 
tional Police involving some generals 
and other top police officials. 

Investigators from the office of Om- 
budsman Simeon Marcelo have ap- 
proached a number of PNP officers 
knowledgeable about the multi-million 
racket, according to a senior police offi 
cial who said he was himself tapped by 
the probers. 

“They came to me and sought my 
help,” the official said in an interview. 

“Apparently, they don't know very 
much about how police officials siphon 
off money from our budget,” said the 
source who has held several key posi- 
tions connected with the PNP directorate 
for comptrollership, the office that man- 
ages the funds of the Camp Crame police 
headquarters. 

‘Under the PNP's system of “decentral- 
ized” fund distribution, each PNP region- 
al office has its own comptroller and 
budget officer. 

‘Quoting Ombudsman representatives, 
the source said there would be a full- 

lown inquiry into the PNP as soon as the 
Ombudsman has completed its investi- 
gation of Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, the 
former Armed Forces comptroller ac- 
cused of stealing millions of pesos from 
the military's budget. 

‘The PNP source said the Ombudsman 
would find “several other Garcias" with- 
in the police organization, “distributing 
among themselves annual savings of bet- 
ween P500 million and P1 Шо!

Marcelo tells Congress Ombudsman needs more money

OMBUDSMAN Simeon Marcelo wants 
Congress to put its money where its 
mouthis. 

In a letter to Parafiaque Rep. Койо 
Golez, chair of the House committee on 
national defense, Marcelo raised the "ur- 
gent necessity to drastically increase" the. 
funding of the Office of the Ombudsman 
"for its vigorous and able investigation. 
and prosecutors' services." 

Marcelo issued a statement wherein 
he announced that he had written Golez 


on ће matter. 

‘At present, he said, the Office of the 
Ombudsman had only eight field investi- 
gators “to cover the whole military estab- 
lishment and other law enforcement of- 
fices," and a “meager operation budget 
of P380 million, which can only finance a 
ratio of one field investigator for every 
17,241 government officials and em- 
ployees." 

‘At the hearings on the alleged corrup- 
tion in the Armed Forces, certain law- 
makers expressed dismay over the Om- 
budsman's supposed slowness in charg- 


ing Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia with plunder 
before the Sandiganbayan, or in freezing 
his assets, 

In a statement drafted by Assistant 
Ombudsman Emesto Nocos, Marcelo 
said their budget “pales in comparison” 
with that of Hong Kong's Independent 
‘Commission Against Corruption. 

The lcac, which has been credited for 
ridding the former British colony of 
graft, has a ratio of one field investigator 
for every 208 public servants and an an- 
nual budget equivalent to “almost PS bil- 
lion,” Marcelo said.

In an earlier interview, Marcelo 
asked the government for more than P1

Also in the Ombudsman's wish list are 
prosecutors and graft investigators.

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‘Armed Forces in a bad light, the senator 
said. But what appeared to irritate him 
was the way some of the lawmakers had 
been questioning the former AFP 
comptroller now on the hot seat for hav- 
ing acquired unexplained assets here 
and abroad.

In an interview, Lacson said he was 
not trying to mitigate Garcia's alleged 
criminal liability. But he said it was just 
too ironic that Garcia's interrogators had 
no “moral ascendancy” over the general. 

In 2002, Lacson himself was accused 
of holding more than $1 million in US 
banks. He earlier denied having bank ac- 
counts in the United States; subsequent- 
ly, he admitted that he did own such ac- 
counts but that these had been closed. 


‘Eaten by the system’ 

Like Garcia a 1971 graduate of the 
Philippine Military Academy, Lacson said 
he knew the general to be a “good guy" 
and someone who adhered to “the ideals 
of the academy" 

“But probably—this is probably—he 
was eaten by the system, which some-

Generals and Flag Officers Inc. (Agfo) 
expressed concern at the possible reper- 
cussions of the investigation of Garcia. 


Warning from officers 

"Agfo views the ongoing proceedings and 
its concomitant effect on the general public, 
particularly those with insidious objectives, 
with grave concern,” the officers said. 

“The morale of the rank and the file 
members of the AFP may be adversely af- 
fected by the negative comments against 
the AFP and the whole situation is open to 
exploitation by those whose agenda is to 
destabilize or topple the government.” 

‘Agfo stressed that it condemned any 
wrongdoing by anyone, especially in the 
military or police service, and that "the case 
of Major General Garcia is no exception." 

"If there is evidence of corruption or 
any crime against him, he should be 
prosecuted by the proper authorities to 
the fullest ektent of the lawi” it added. 


No loyalty check 

Besides discussing the corruption is- 
sue during the dinner that lasted from 7 
p.m. to 9 ріп, Ms Arroyo also asked for 
suggestions from the officers on how to 
solve the insurgency problem. 

After the dialogue, the officers and the 
President were served grilled beef, veg- 
tables, rice and ice cream for dessert. 

.. AFP Chief of Staff Gen. Narciso Abaya de- 


nied there was a loyalty check in the meeting. 

“Idon't think so. There is no need fora 
loyalty check. I think these reports about 
destabilization are all part of rumormon- 
gering," Abaya told reporters. 

In a speech to the Philippine Air Force 
yesterday, Abaya said the military justice 
System was working to resolve the cases of 
Garcia as well as those of other senior offi- 
cers being investigated for various offenses. 

"The judicial process and the military 
Justice system are in place to resolve the 
‘cases to fruition. And our men and women 
must view these ina positive way This is an 
‘opportunity for the AFP to reclaim its pride 
and honor in the face of perceptions that we 
cannot cleanse our own ranks," Abaya said. 

He added that cleansing their ranks “is 
going to bea long and painful process." 

“Bur these developments will be the cat- 
уыз that shall accelerate the advance- 
ment of reforms in the AFP And all of us 
must stand together to do away with mal- 
practices that undermine the moral ascen- 
dancy of the AFP to be the protector of the 
people and the state," Abaya continued, 


“Military bashing’ 

‘Abaya also said that he hoped to con- 
vene the court-martial against Garcia be- 
fore he (Abaya) retires on Oct. 29, 

AFP Public Information Office chief Lt. 
Col, Daniel Lucero said "there was no 
grumbling” among soldiers. 

“The soldiers are just wary about how 
these things are being projected to the 


public,” Lucero said, 

"Some sentiments among our soldiers 
are that the manner by which these stories 
are being projected to the public is inter- 
preted as military bashing,” he added. 
“Some would go as far as looking at this as 
an insult or ridicule which is actually de- 
stroying the dignity the honor, the reputa- 
tion of all members of the Armed Forces." 

Garcia is facing charges before the 
Ombudsman and an investigation at the 
House of Representatives for allegedly 
accumulating alleged ill-gotten wealth 
during his term as AFP comptroller, 

Press Secretary Ignacio Bunye said Ms 
Arroyo discussed with the officers the steps 
military justice system was taking against 
high-ranking officers accused of graft and 
the progress of ongoing reforms in the AFR 

During the dinner, Bunye said the offi 
cers "confirmed that troop morale is high 
and that the high level of vigilance 
against all threat groups is being sus- 
tained.” 


Divisive forces 

Bunye said that the military officers 
“pledged to fight all attempts to di 
the Armed Forces or to undermine the 
chain of command by any quarters dis- 
loyal to democracy.” 

Malacafiang had previously warned 
that the corruption scandal involving top. 
military officers could sow unrest among 
the rank and file, 

In its statement, Agfo also said that 


Garcia's right under the Constitution and 
the law should be respected in the cur- 
rent investigation and he should be ac- 
corded due process. 

"Не alone and those who may be in- 
volved in the anomaly should be held 
to account for their misdeeds. As it ap- 
pears, however, itis as ifthe whole AFP 
organization is being indieted,” Agfo 
said. * 


‘Witch-hunt’ 

“Ar the rate itis going, what started as 
a legitimate inquiry might turn out to be 
a witch-hunt. Perhaps unwittingly, some 
congressmen in the glare of klieg lights 
before TV cameras and the presence of 
media make statements that inflict dam- 
age on the AFP and other institutions 
such as the PMA.” 

‘Agfo warned that this might result in 
demoralization among the members of 
the AFP “as sometimes they are made the 
butt of jokes and even ridicule.”

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‘MILF wants 
ceasefire body 
to quiz suspects

THE SECESSIONIST group the Moro Islamic 
Liberation Front will ask the Coordinating 
Committee on the Cessation of Hostilities to 
investigate the three suspected operatives of 
the Jemaah Islamiyah who were arrested ear- 
ly this month by the military. 

MILF spokesperson Eid Kabalu admitted 
that one of those arrested, identified as Mur- 
sid Mubpon, is a regular member of the MILF 
while Abdul Manap Mentang used to be an 
active member. 

“They should be investigated by the CCCH 
to determine the extent of the government's 
case against them,” Kabalu said. "Things like 
this should be brought to the process which 
the GRP and the MILF peace panels have 
agreed upon," he added. 

‘Kabalu said Mentang used to be an active 
MILF member but was removed from its 
membership roster after he was found to be 
an agent of the military. 

Initial investigation conducted by the 
group revealed that Mentang was supposed 
to be married to Monawara Usop, a shop 

worker in Manila, who was also arrested Бу 
police and military operatives along with 
Mentang and Mubpon inside their rented 
apartment in Manila early this month.

SSS to run out of funds 
in 10 years, says ex-chief

‘THE FINANCES of the Social Security System 
will dry up by about 2015, after which the 
government would have to subsidize the 
state-run pension fund's liabilities up to 2065, 
further impacting on the government's fiscal 
health, according to a former SSS president. 

Vitaliano Nafiagas, who now chairs the De- 
velopment Bank of the Philippines, said this 
at a strategic planning workshop for senators 
yesterday where he was invited to comment 
‘on proposed financial reforms. 

Nafiagas, who relied on ап actuarial 
study presented earlier by Dr. Mario Lam- 
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berte, president of the Philippine Institute 
of Development Studies, stressed that the 
quality of the state-run pension funds— 
both the private-employee SSS and ће gov- 
ernment-sector Government Service Insur- 
ance System—would have long-term effects 
on the economy. 

Lamberte said in his study that the deteri- 
огап actuarial fund life and fund ratio of 
the SSS would “hit rock bottom" in 2015, af- 
ter which the study showed that the govern- 
ment would have to subsidize up to Р1.2 
trillion in "unfunded liabilities" of the 555 
up to 2065. 

Nafiagas said this scenario was already 
starting as the “amount of claims have al- 
ready exceeded the amount of contributions 
received” by the SSS since 1999. 

He agreed with Lamberte that the immedi- 
ate solution was to raise the SSS contribution 
rate. 

State employees who are members of the 
GSIS are marginally better off as the GSIS 
would have a longer life span. 

Lamberte said that based on projections of 
the GSIS social insurance fund, the GSIS" 
yearly benefits would exceed the contribu- 
tions of the members only in 2024, expenses 
would exceed revenues in 2056 and reserves 
would run out ín 2068. 

А separate study by the World Bank said 
however that the yearly expenses of the GSIS 
would exceed revenues in 2025, while re- 
serves would run out in 2041, according to 
Lamberte. 

Sen. Manuel Villar suggested jokingly that 
the retirement age be extended from the рге- 
sent 65 years old. 

“There's the possibility that by 2065, the 
life expectancy would be 150. So we can ex- 
tend the retirement age to about 130, isp'tit?" 
said Villar, eliciting chuckles from the audi- 
ence. 

Sen. Ralph Recto suggested that the two 
pension systems be merged and the scheme 
changed from a pension fund to mutual 
fund so that the government's financial in- 
volvement in the two agencies would be 
limited. 
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FPJ lawyer scores 
slow pace of poll 
protest before SC 


А LAWYER of defeated opposi- 
tion presidential candidate Fer- 
nando Poe Jr. yesterday lamented 
that Poe's electoral protest has 
been moving at а “turtle-like” 
pace at the Supreme Court, 
which constitutes the Presiden- 
tial Electoral Tribunal. 

Sixto Brillantes, Poe's counsel, 
noted that it has been three 
months since he asked the SC to 
order the preservation of the bal- 
lots now in the custody of 
Congress and to allow an ocular 
inspection of these ballots. 

At a press conference at Club 
Filipino, Brillantes explained that 
he was worried because the order 
he was seeking was just precau- 
tionary, “not even going into the 
protest proper yet.” 

“It is my feeling that we are 
somehow moving in а turtelike 
‘manner because the Supreme Court. 
might want to start with the protest 
proper probably in 2005,” said Bril- 
antes who added that he wrote to 
remind the high court about the 
matter just three days ago. 

‘The Poe camp believes the SC 
is waiting for the right time, when 


the country is in a more stable 
condition, to come up with a res- 
olution of the issue. 

According to Brillantes, allow- 
ing the protest to proceed at this 
time might “aggravate” the situa- 
tion in the country as “we would 
be able to show, in about one 
month's time, the kind of cheat- 
ing that was committed in the 
canvass documents, including 
the election returns.” 

The lawyer said the Poe camp 
fears that the 2,000 or so ballot 
boxes in Congress might be 
"touched." 

“The distinguished members of 
Congress who have an absolute 
and overwhelming majorit 
might decide to touch this knowing 
full well that the election ratums 
are, in fact, the best evidence that 
we have against the cheating that 
was committed principally in the 
Mindanao area," he said. 

The lawyer later took back the. 
suggestion, saying he did not be- 
lieve legislators would allow them- 
selves to be used as accomplices in 
а blatant tampering of evidence.

Knights in Mindanao 
Fate brought Knightsbridge to the Philippines. 
Artis, Walter Ratterman, an electrician from 
Pennsylvania, and a television producer who 
had been following Artis caravan for three 
years were then cooling their heels in Thailand. 
Container loads of relief goods had to be 
brought via Tashkent, Uzbekistan to several loca- 
tions in Afghanistan. Because of road and bridge 
conditions, the freight needed to be broken up 
into smaller 10-ton truck loads for re-shipment, 
Stuck in Bangkok while the containers were 
clearing customs in Tashkent, US Congressman 
Dana Rohrabacher, a constant benefactor, sug- 
gested they give war-tom Southern Philippines 
alook-see. Of course, Mindanao met with Arts’ 
approval: the place was an area of high adven- 
ture with direly needy war refugees. 
Zamboanga, Pagadian, Basilan, Jolo, Cota- 
bato, Pikit, Davao, Digos, Lanao del Norte, Ili 
gan, Tawi-Tawi and more peaceful spots in Ce- 
bu, Cagayan de Oro, Davao, Palawan, Olon- 
gapo, Angeles and more recently, Bantay Bata 
in Manila were some of the places and NGOs 
which received the Knightsbridge largesse. 
Artis said the need in these places “was so 
great” he has had to forego “high adventure” 
in some spots. 
‘At the same time, the people showed so much 
appreciation, “Ive never been happier,” he said. 


New scalpels 

Knightsbridge is able to operate with the 
help of NGOs like Sharing Resources World- 
уйде, the Mormon Church, the Knights of 
Malta, Taiwan Buddhist Tzu Chi Foundation. 
and the Afghanistan Relief Organization. 

Then theres key benefactor Recovered 
Medical Equipment for the Developing World 
or Remedy, a Yale-New Haven hospital not- 
for-profit organization. 

Remedy collects unused medical supplies 
from US donor hospitals and donates them to 
‘Third World hospitals. 

This is how it works: When a surgical pack- 
age is opened in a US hospital, not all equip- 
mentis used. While there is no patient contact 
with the equipment, the supplies are resteril- 
ized before they are repacked and donated. 

‘Autonomous Region in Muslim Mindanao 
Gov, Paroug Hussin, who was a director in the 
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Sulu hospital in the '60s, related this story: 

In 1996, having just returned from exile, he 
had a reunion with former colleagues at the 
hospital. He held up a scalpel for inspection. 
and thought they looked familiar. A surgical 
nurse said, "Doctor, these are the same scalpels 
you used 30 years ago. We just sharpen and re- 
sharpen them for the operating room." 

Not anymore, Hussin and his old hospital 
recently received $5 million worth of Remedy 
supplies, including a Picker mammography 
machine and new scalpels, at last, The Philip- 
pine Marines in Jolo were also recipients of 
boxes and boxes of medicine. 


Limited warehouse space 

In Manila, Bantay Вага’ executive director 
and television personality Tina Monzon-Pal- 
ma complained conversely. "Sir Edward gave 
‘us tons and tons of stuff for which we had very 
limited warehouse space. It would be too 
costly to rent so we turned over electric hospi- 
tal beds, wheelchairs and other hospital 
equipment to hospitals which needed them.” 

‘The hospitals who shared in the bounty 
‘were: Rizal Medical Center, the Andres Boni- 
facio Memorial Medical Center in Tondo, the 
Parafiaque Community Hospital and the Di- 
gos Provincial Hospital. 

"Artis is doing wonders," Monzon-Palma 
said. "The hospitals are so grateful." 

Dr. Lorelei Obed, medical director of the 
Parafiaque Community Hospital, was ecstatic 
over the donation. 

"Jes the first time we have electric beds. All 
wwe ever had were manually operated ones,” 
she seid, 

KI has also helped the Aguirre conjoined 
twins by securing visas and airfare from Ameri- 
can Airlines, The twins and their mom traveled 
for free from the West Coast to New York for the 
operations which separated the 2-year-old 
boys. (Philippine Airlines Foundation provided 
airfare from Manila to the West Coast.) 


UN roll call 

In 1994, Artis and Laws were in Rwanda to 
help rescue 43 Catholic nuns, after a million 
‘Hutu and Tutsi tribals had been slaughtered. 

Artis was in Nicaragua after a typhoon ren- 
dered tens of thousands homeless, bringing 
medicine from Hope for the Children.

REMEDIAL LAW (CRIMINAL PROCEDURE)—Finality of a 
decision in a criminal case—As to when a judgment of 
conviction attains finality is explained in Section 7 of Rule

UK agrees to move troops 
to dangerous areas in Iraq 


LONDON—Britain agreed on Thurs- 
day to send troops to dangerous areas 
near Baghdad, a politically perilous 
step for Prime Minister Tony Blair 
who could face a sharp backlash if ca- 
sualty rates start rising. 

Defense Secretary Geoff Hoon said about 
850 personnel would move north for a period 
of weeks not months to allow US troops to 
tackle insurgents elsewhere in Iraq, amid sug- 
gestions that an onslaught on rebel-dominat- 
ей Fallujah is not far off 

"This deployment is a vital part of the pro- 
ess of creating the right conditions for the 
Iraqi elections to take place in January” he 
told parliament. 

US military chiefs asked UK forces to move 
io volatile areas near Baghdad to free up 
‘American troops to tackle hotspots like Fallu- 
jah before the planned elections. 

“We share... a common goal of creating a 
secure and stable Iraq where men, women 
and children in towns like Fallujah can feel 
safe front foreign terrorists,” Hoon said. 

Politicians, many in Blair's Labor party, are 
aghast at the prospect of British troops being 
moved to higher-risk areas. 


Until now, the British have been concen- 
trated in a relatively quiet zone of southern 
Iraq around the city of Basra. 

Since the Iraq war began, 68 British troops 
have been killed compared with more than 
1,000 Americans. 

In the United States, the White House wel- 
comed London's troops decision and praised 
“tremendous sacrifices” made by Britain and 
other countries in the US-led coalition in Iraq. 

Buta senior US administration official dis- 
missed as “preposterous” suggestions by Blair 
critics that the British troops redeployment 
«was linked to President George W. Bush's re- 
election bid on Nov. 2. 

Some of Blair’s domestic critics have 
sharply attacked him. 

“Doesn't he think that it is slightly ironic that 
the American president and his vice president 
who both refused to face the muck and bullets in 
Vietnam are now calling on British forces to bail 
them out?” asked Labor veteran Dennis Skinner 

Officials insist the US electoral timetable has 
nothing to do with the redeployment. Nonethe- 
less, if the British and Iraqi civilian fatality cou 
rises, Blair will suffer politically with a British 
election expected in May next year. 

Blair Biographer Philip Stephens said the

Iran considers EU’s ‘last 
chance’ offer on nuke bid 


VIENNA—Iran will consider a 
proposal by the European Union 
to receive nuclear technology ifit 
abandons its uranium enrich- 
ment program but has not yet 
agreed to any deal, an Iranian of- 
ficial said on Thursday.

HAVANA—Cuban President Fidel 
Castro tripped and shattered а 
kneecap in a tumble captured on 
live television that raised new 
questions about the political fu- 
ture of the communist-run coun- 
try he has led for 45 years. 

Castro, 78, stumbled on a step and

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US voters seen dissatisfied 
with Bush, uneasy on Kerry 


WASHINGTON—Many US voters 
are dissatisfied with President 
George W. Bush's job perfor- 
mance but uneasy about Demo- 
crat John Kerry's ability to protect 
the nation, according to an Asso- 
ciated Press poll that found the 
two presidential candidates 
locked ina tie. 

“The country is looking for a re- 
al leader—an FDR or a Kennedy" 
said Warren Hutchinson, an inde- 
pendent from Massachusetts who 
Jeans toward Kerry. "There don't 
seem tobe any on the horizon.” 

Many voters believe Bush is 
better qualified to protect the 
country—an important attribute 
for an electorate very focused on 
national security. A majority con- 
sider Kerry indecisive, less solid 
on national security. But Kerry is 
seen as stronger on creating jobs. 

Neither candidate has been 
able to gain a clear advantage. In 
the survey of 976 likely voters, 
Democrats Kerry and Sen. John 
Edwards had 49 percent, coi 
pared to 46 percent for Republi- 
cans: Bush and Vice President 
Dick Cheney. That's within the 


margin of error of 3 percentage 
points for the poll conducted 
Oct. 18-20, 

„Мапу polls out recently show 
ше race even, and some show 
Bush slightly up. 

Almost one in five, 17 per- 
cent, of voters remain the target 
of nonstop campaigning by 
Bush and Kerry, the AP-Ipsos 
poll found. These persuadable 
voters say they're undecided ог 
are tentatively backing a candi- 
date while remaining open to 
changing their minds. 

They are more likely than oth- 
ers to disapprove of Bush's job 
performance and believe invad- 
ing Iraq was a mistake. And they 
are more likely than other vot- 
ers to believe the nation is on 
the wrong track, according to 
the poll condueted for the AP by 
Tpsos-Public Affairs. 

More in this group lean toward 
Kerry than Bush, But persuadable 
voters backing Kerry are more 
likely to switch sides than those 
backing Bush and they're more 
likely to trust Bush than Kerry to 
protect the nation. 


“Kerry spent his whole time in 
the debates saying, ‘your presi- 
dent has not done this or done 
that, instead of saying what he 
‘would do as president,” said Lau- 
rie Anusvkiewiez, a businesswom- 
an from Beckley, West Virginia. 

Some surveys have found that 
a majority of voters saying they're 
concerned about the risks of 
changing presidents at a time of 
terrorist threats and war. 

"Tm pretty sure ТЇ vote for Ker- 
ту” said Mary Anne Connolly of 
Middletowne, New Jersey. “It’s 
more that 1 don't want Bush. Pm 
still not comfortable with Kerry. 
Tm not sure he's real strong on for- 
eign policy.” 

Despite doubts about Kerry on 
national security and strength of 
leadership, Bush hasn't been able 
to pull away from the Democrat. 

Less than half of likely voters in 
the AP-Ipsos poll, 47 percent, ap- 
prove of Bush's job performance. 
A rating below 50 percent spells 
trouble for any incumbent, and 
the president hasn't been above 
that threshold since before the 
first debate. AP 


US poll projected to cost record $3.9B 


"WASHINGTON—I anything, 
democracy does not come cheap. 
"The 2004 elections that involve not 
only the frenzied presidential гасе 
but hundreds of congressional 
races will cost Americans a record 
$3.9 billion, according to new pro- 
jections released here by campaign 
finance monitors. 

And that will not include mon- 
ey spent on gubernatorial and 
other local contests, as well on a 
plethora of political referendums 
held by individual states on issues 
ranging from gay marriage to 
parental notifications about 
teenage pregnancies. 

‘The nonpartisan Center for Re- 
sponsive Politics said, in a report 
released Thursday, the estimated 
costs represented a 30 percent in- 


crease over the $3 billión that are. 
believed to have been spent on 
federal elections four years ago. 

"The 2004 presidential and 
congressional elections will shat- 
ter previous records for spending, 
and the biggest reason is the in- 
crease in giving by individuals to 
candidates and parties," observed 
Lany Noble, executive director of 
the think tank. 

‘The presidential race alone, fu- 
eled by massive spending by Pres- 
ident George W. Bush and his 
Democratic rival, Massachusetts 
Sen. John Kerry, their respective 
parties and a multitude of sup- 
port groups, will cost an unprece. 
dented $1.2 billion or more, the 
report pointed out. 

So far, the Bush campaign has 


spent a little over $278 million, 
producing television and other 
media advertisements, airing 
them in battleground states, pay- 
ing pollsters, campaign strategists 
and crisscrossing the country. 

Tt has an additional nearly 
$152 million on hand to spend on 
the home stretch of the race that 
will conclude on Nov. 2.

YALL accounts, Lt. Gen. Efren Abu has a reputation 
B for being a “straight-shooter” in the military. Sol- 
diers and civilians alike view this member of the 
Philippine Military Academy's Class of 1972 as both hon- 
est and efficient. The expectations surrounding his as- 
sumption of the position of chief of staff of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines are very high. 
Had he not been perceived to be lack- 
EDITORIAL ing in initiative in pursuing the case 
against Maj. Gen. Carlos Е Garcia, out- 
going Chief of Staff Gen. Narciso Abaya would probably 
have been given an extension of his tour of duty. Instead, 
Abaya, who himself has enjoyed a good reputation, closes 
his military career mired in the greatest scandal involving 
the armed forces. While Abaya, so far, cannot be accused 
of doing anything wrong, he has fallen prey to an equally 
grave shortcoming: not doing enough. A general, after 
all, must both inspire and lead; he must not just be reac- 
tive, but proactive. Put in simpler sports terms anyone 
can appreciate, the best defense is a good offense. 

The country is getting increasingly exasperated with 
the bunker-like mentality of the military, which seems to 
think that it can hide in a ditch until the action dies 
down. The AFP cannot afford to duck and sit out this 
scandal, It certainly cannot miss this historic opportuni- 
ty to restore its honor and redeem its institutional in- 
tegrity. 

With the transition from Abaya to Abu, the AFP is also 
experiencing a generation shift. It is this shift that offers 
the AFP and its leadership the chance to finally cleanse its 
ranks. 

For the first time in generations, too, the AFP is being 
headed by a civilian, with no ties to the fraternity of PMA 
graduates and other officers who are now under investi- 
gation. For make no mistake about it, the generation of 
officers represented by Garcia are all under a cloud of 
doubt. 

Because of this rare and well-needed institutional and 
generational shift, from military to civilian direct supervi- 
sion and from one PMA class to the next, the AFP leader- 
ship has the golden opportunity to stop stealing gold and 
restore the shine on the brass of its uniforms. 

It can be done, Abu has a personal reputation for in- 
tegrity attractive to the younger generation of officers 
who are now on the verge of promotion and increased re- 
sponsibility, For the younger generations of officers, who 
are sick of being categorized as crooks along with their 
corrupt elders, this is the time to help clean up the ranks. 
The time has come, because they are in positions where 
they can do something about it, to put their careers where 
their mouths have been: on the line. 

The older generals may find it extremely difficult to 
sacrifice one of their own, but this mistaken sense of soli- 
darity, which owes more to the corrosive and corrupting 
legacies of martial law, has lost its lease on life. Just as our 
politics is finally emerging from the shadows of the mar- 
tial law minions of Marcos, simply because so many of 
them are already old, retiring, or have died, the same ap- 
plies to the military. The officers being made generals to- 
day were very junior officers during martial law. They, for 
the most part, never enjoyed the heady perks of absolute 
power that their elders came to enjoy and expect during 
martial law. They have seen more, and, in a sense, sacri- 
ficed more, because they were more likely to be in the 
front lines during the past, turbulent 30 years. 

At the very least, with a civilian heading the Depart- 
ment of National Defense, one level of cover—or cover- 
ing up—has been eliminated. With a more dynamic, and 
it is hoped, more daring chief of staff, the AFP can look 
forward to prosecuting those in cahoots with Garcia, and 
putting in place a system that does not reward theft with 
star rank, 

No chief of staff can do it alone, That's for sure. Leader- 
ship, however, requires that Abu take the first step. The 
success of his efforts, once begun, lies with the men and 
women who are his fellow officers. They can finally break 
free of the cronyism of the martial law AFR or they can en- 
sure itis perpetuated for another generation, The country 
they claim to love has made clear its expectations: re- 
form. 
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I COMPLETELY agree with MMDA Chair 
Bayani Fernando's plan to prohibit billboards 
along Edsa, for a start. It is a valid security 
measure -for the benefit of motorists and 
pedestrians using this busy highway. The ban 
can be sustained under the police power pro- 
vided it is exercised by the proper authorities. 
While primarily vested in the national legisla- 
ture, it may be, and has in fact been, delegated 
to the local governments under what is known 
as the General Welfare Clause. 

‘This delegation is found in Section 16 of the 
Local Government Code and calls on local gov- 
ernment units to "ensure and support, among 
other things, the preservation and enrichment 
of culture, promote health and safety, enhance 
the right of the people to a balanced ecology, 
encourage and support the development of ap- 
propriate and self-reliant and technological ca- 
pabllities, improve public morals, enhance 
economic prosperity and social justice, pro- 
‘mote full employment among their residents, 
maintain peace and order, and preserve the 
comfort and convenience of their inhabitants.” 

‘This wordy provision covers practically ev- 
егу human activity, which may be regulated by 
the local legislative bodies, from the province 
and city to the barangay, for any of the purpos- 
es meticulously enumerated by the Code, A 
more general and comprehensive statement of 
such purposes, as found in the original Admin- 
istrative Code of 1917, would have sufficed, 
but Congress was probably infected by the 
fussiness of the Constitution of 1987 and chose 
to be as garrulous as that long-winded docu- 
ment. The legislators should have remem- 
bered that the more you specify, the more you 
are likely to exclude and the more you general- 
ize, the more you can include. Expressio unius 
est exclusio alteri

planned prohibition is the promotion of ће 
safety of the people, motorists and pedestrians 
alike, by preventing possible motor accidents 
because of the distraction offered by the bil 
boards to drivers who should be paying atten- 
tion to their vehicles. Some billboards can be 
terribly distracting like those illustrating inti- 
mate apparel like lingerie or even only reveal- 
ing clothes worn by girls advertising tractors, 

1 remember that billboard 1 wrote about last 
year with a life-size picture of a beautiful mod- 
el with her splendid mini-skirted legs spread 
араг as she reached down for I think a hand- 
bag or something. Frankly, I can’t recall what 
she was advertising because the billboard 
called attention not to any article or product 
but to the pretty girl herself whom the viewers 
appreciated with much enjoyment and proba- 
bly also voyeuristic thrill. 1 was in that article 
advocating the same thing Fernando is now 
proposing, viz., the banning of billboards, but 
subject to some exceptions, like the billboard 
of that beautiful girl, It was admittedly dis- 
tracting, but there are times when one must 
live dangerously. 

Seriously, some attractive billboards can re- 
ally threaten bodily injury, even fatal accidents 
at times. One need simply pass through Edsa to 
appreciate this statement. The pictures of 
beautiful girls, most of them familiar actresses, 
can make young men, and even old grandfa- 
thers, forget their driving in the momentary 


enjoyment of beauty—and even sexiness—on 
the billboards. The possible effect can be ex- 
pected—minor scrapes if you are lucky or even 
fatal crashes. And you can't even blame the girl 
who caused all that disturbance because all 
she was doing was looking pretty, and she 
wasn'teven there. 

‘The danger becomes even more threatening 
if the model is wearing a low-cut dress or brief 
shorts or indiscreet underwear better revealed 
in the bedroom than on a billboard for all to see 
‘And there isn’t rhyme or reason for the presence 
of the girl in the advertisement, which is for 
paint, or machinery, or fried chicken. Once 
there was a billboard proclaiming the durability 
of condoms, but when I passed the same place 
again later, the billboard had disappeared. It ap- 
pears that you can innocently praise sanitary’ 
napkins publicly but not condoms. 

Inthe 1915 case of Churchill and Tait v. Raf- 
ferty, 32 Phil. $80, the Supreme Court affirmed 
the power of the legislature to regulate bill- 
boards, not principally to prevent accidents 
but to promote aesthetic values. “Billboards 
which are offensive to the sight,” it held, “are 
not dissociated from the general welfare of the 
public." This brings to mind that billboard, also” 
on Edsa, advertising an insurance company 
with the ordinary face of a man who is proba- 
bly the head of the company and wanted ev- 
erybody to know it. That billboard should have 
been banned as an egocentric nuisance. "A 
source of annoyance and irritation to the pub- 
lic," Justice Trent said, "does not minister to, 
thecomfort and convenience of the public. 

For the попсе, let the promotion of publ 
safety justify Fernando's proposal. We can later 
expand the ban to cover billboards offensive to 
sight, like the pictures of candidates for elec- 
tive office that belong better to the rogues’ 
gallery. 


Strong-arm tactics 


"BRASUHAN," the employment of strong- 
arm tactics, both literally and figuratively, is 
a repugnant and deplorable method of get- 
ting one's way. Its practice, unfortunately, is 
more the rule than the exception in the 
Philippines. 

When brasuhan comes into play, it is not 
right, but might, the rule of men, and not the 
rule of law, that wins the day, which is why the 
results are repugnant and deplorable, Thus, 
we should fight it when we see it 

‘There is a recent, ongoing case in which the 
ultimate victims, innocent bystanders, are cry- 
ing out for help. No, it does not involve the 
usual big political, military or business figures, 
but the issue is still a compelling one, because 
some of those involved are still in high school, 
and very bright, idealistic students. If we be- 
lieve that the youth will be the future leaders 
of our country, it is imperative that in their 
case, right, not might, should carry the day. 
They have to be taught that brasuhan is not an 
immutable way of life. 

Here is the simple, unadorned story. The 
occasion was the 3rd Philippine Robotics 
Olympiad, billed as a scientific, technological 
and educational event for elementary and 
high school students, where the first prize 
winners getan all-expenses paid trip to Singa- 
pore to compete in the World Robotics 
Olympiad from Nov. 5 to 7, courtesy of the 
events local sponsor, FELTA Multi-Media 
(which sells educational tools and toys, in- 
cluding the world-famous LEGO). The imple- 
menting agency, and supposed co-sponsor, is 
the Philippine Foundation for Science and 
‘Technology (PFST), which supplies the tech- 
nical expertise. The two agencies, between 
them, chose a five-member Board of Judges, 
whose chair is the director of the Electronics, 
Computer and Communications Engineering 
Programs of Ateneo de Manila University, and 
whose members are faculty members in the 
same departments at Ateneo, Adamson, Ma- 
pua and Sto. Tomas. 

While this event will not grip the public's

mind like the Garcia millions, it is a very big 
deal for science students, and has just as im- 
portant long-term implications (positive, this 
time) for the country, if we believe in the im- 
portance of human capital. The question is, 
how could brasuhan possibly take place under 
such circumstances? Read on. 

All teams participated in a dry run, then a 
preliminary judgment round, before a final 
Judgment round, which took place on Oct. 1. 
The secondary level finalists were FAITH 
‘Academy, Grace Christian High School 
(GCHS), Makati Science High School (MSHS), 
Philippine Science High School (PSHS) Main, 
and PSHS Central Visayas Campus. So far, so 
good. 

Declared winners on Oct. 1 were GCHS, 1st 
place; MSHS, 2nd place; and PSHS Main, 3rd 
place. No problems, right? Wrong. 

The PSHS representatives who were closely 
monitoring the results of the various game 
events (as were the other teams, mind you) 
could not reconcile how the final ranking came 
about, So they brought this up to the Board of 
Judges. 

The BOJ reviewed their tabulation, and 
found out that indeed, it had made a "fatal er- 
ror" in the scoring system: they had recorded a 
wrong tally for GCHS in one of the events. Ata 
meeting on Oct. 4, with all concerned present 
except for GCHS (who begged off), the judges 
detailed the corrected scores and declared 
"with finality” that PSHS was the winner 
(MSHS was 2nd and GCHS was 3rd, after a 
tiebreaker with FAITH). Those present were 
assured that the BOJ would take responsibility 
for errors and were requested to keep the re- 


sults confidential until GCHS could be in- 
formed. 

ВО] chair Rosula Reyes then wrote a letter 
of apology to GCHS and its students, saying, 
“Sir, inasmuch as we want to maintain our ear- 
lier declaration, but our conscience and moral 
responsibility of rectifying a fatal mistake is 
greater than standing firm with and hiding 
from the phrase ‘the Board of Judges decision 
is final and unappealable.’ We humble our- 
selves in committing this mistake yet we wish 
to rise up by rectifying it. You get the drift, 
hopefully. 

ССН principal refused to accept the BOJ 
explanation. in his Oct. 8 reply, hẹ accused the 
BOJ of having “altered” the results, and 
claimed that the rules of competition had been 
changed. His letter heaps opprobrium on the 
ВОЈ. Ironically, he talks about fair play and 
clean competition. Did he think PSHS and the 
ВОЈ cheated? 

Tn any case, one can only surmise that the 
BOJ was cowed, because that same day, Oct, 8, 
itannounced a third "final decision,” declaring 
all three teams as winners (in effect a three- 
way tie which created a financial problem), 
with no computations, calculations, or оси: 
ments to back this up. When a puzzled PSHS 
sought clarification during a meeting the next 
day and in subsequent letters, FELTA, rather 
than support the request for transparency, 
seemed to display annoyance and impatience 
in its replies. 

Make no mistake, folks. The students from 
ali schools who participated in this Olympiad; 
certainly know who the first placer was. They, 
are not science whizzes for nothing, Everybody 
seems to be underestimating them because, 
they are so young. 

The students of PSHS are taking the stand 
that their participation in the Singapore 
‘Olympiad will depend on the acknowledgment, 
of errors committed and recognition of rightful 
‘winners, Will they get what they have earned? 
Or are they going to-be first-hand witnesses 
and victims of a successful brasuhan? 
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High-profile anti-corruption drive works against RP 


THE LONDON-BASED Transparency Internation- 
al has rated the Philippines 11th place in its glob- 
al corruption rating. According to the report, TI 
has rated RB along with five other countries, as 
among the most corrupt among 146 countries, 
over the past two years, Predictably it caused ап 
uproar here, 

After the initial hysteria, let's look at this report 
more dispassionately. That there's plenty of cor- 
ruption in our midst cannot be denied (interest- 
ingly, the TI report came out just when the case of 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia is all over the media). But 
whether RP is among the "most corrupt in the 
мона" is arguable, © 

I submit that many countries in Asia and 
Africa would beat us to that distinction any 
time. Secondly, what credentials does TI pos- 
sess to make that rating? Who are the people 
in this group? Are they credible? 

1 think TI failed to put in context the many 
moves that government, civil society, Church 
and other NGOs are doing to contain this prob- 
lem, including the lifestyle check on government 
officials and setting up a court martial for Gar- 
cia, The recent grant by the World Bank of 
$716,000 to help fund the anti-corruption cam- 
paign of the Office of the Ombudsman is indica- 
tion of the campaign's credibility. 

‘The anti-corruption campaign unarguably 
needs more biting teeth. But it has also been 
very high profile, and this is what has worked 
against us. Few countries have given their an- 
corruption campaign the media mileage 
thatwe have. 

Former Sandiganbayan Presiding Justice Francis 
Garchitorena faxed this reaction to my story about 
the three Leytefios, led by Valeriano Abello, who, at 
great risk to their lives, helped guide the forces of 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur to their Japanese targets, 
saving the lives of perhaps thousands of civilians in 
the Palo and Tolosa areas in October 1944. Wrote 
Garchitorena: “Your column item was heartwarm- 
ing shows how foolhardiness makes or eroism 
only when it becomes successful and how it re- 
mains just foolhardiness when it fails. Your brothers 
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and some of their friends knew different and they 
got it from the foolish sons of Loyola whom they 
grew up with in school, It showed in Edsa in '86, 
among other places, even i it failed to show among 
their other friends who joined up with Makoy an 
Cocoy in 72—and these ones did very well, indeed, 
by association." 

Garchitorena also surmised that Abello's two 
friends, Antero Junia Sr. and Vicente Tiston, may 
not have known how to use the semaphore flags, 
called “wigwags” by the Boy Scouts. But perhaps 
in their ignorance, he said, they believed in the 
importance of what their friend had set out to do, 
ie, get the correct information about that shore 
town in Leyte before the US naval bombardment. 
"And just as foolishly bet their lives on it.”

Chou Fang Soong, CEO of Gemplus Southeast 
Asia, who will speak on "Smart Cards-A Vision 
‘of Growth”; and Jocelyn Ang of NET's in Singa- 
pore, who will present “А Case for a Successful 
e-Purse Scheme.” Also scheduled to bare their

HIV/AIDS 


Other speakers at the policy forum echoed 
Gravero's concerns. Dr. Jean-Marc Olive, WHO. 
representative in the Philippines and chair of the 
UN Theme Group on HIV/AIDS, noted how “the 
Philippines seems to have been better prepared” 
than other countries in the region in dealing with 
the epidemic, but that lately the country "seems 


‘Low and slow’ response to 


"LOW and slow” describes not just the prevalence 
and pace of the spread of HIV/AIDS in the Philip- 
pines, as health officials proclaim. It may also be 
applied to the response of the government to the 
epidemic. 

Ina talk during a policy forum on development 
focusing on the Millennium Development Goal to 


"halt and reverse” the spread of HIV/AIDS by 
2015, Dr. Kathleen Cravero, UNAIDS deputy ex- 
ecutive director, asked: "Is the Philippines on 
track? Or is AIDS even seen as a threat to the 
country's development?" 

The country, she said, cannot "use low HIV 
prevalence as a security blanket, noting how 
“the extent and speed of the epidemics spread 
are beyond our capability to accurately predict.” 
Even a “low and slow" country like the Philip- 
pines may suddenly find itself overwhelmed by a 
südden explosion of HIV/AIDS cases, and unless 
it has prepared adequately for such an explosion, 
its health systems will be quickly overtaken, its 
productive labor force decimated, its prospects 
for development set back by several decades. 

“If funding is to be used as an indicator of the 
importance being given to the fight against AIDS 
in this country,” Cravero pointed out, “it is worth 
looking at the budget of the Philippine National 
AIDS Council (PNAC). 1 understand that this has 
decreased substantially from about P48 million in 
1997 to no more than P6 million this year.” 

This, despite the fact (which even government 
health authorities do not deny) that many factors 
that drive HIV transmission are present in this 
‘country, Among these: low condom use among 
vulnerable populations; a sex work industry 
widely dispersed throughout the country; a high 
percentage of drug users sharing injecting equip 
ment; young people engaging in risky behavior; 
high population mobility; high rates of sexually 
transmitted infections; poor health-seeking be- 
havior; and lack of knowledge about AIDS among 
vulnerable groups and the general public. 


HEALTH officials, including at least two health 
secretaries I spoke with personally, have ques- 
tioned the amount of money being spent on 
preventing and treating HIV/AIDS given the 
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extent of poverty in this country, and the 
threat posed by other diseases like TB, malaria. 
and even dengue, 

These days, their doubts may even have 
found currency, given the “fiscal crisis" the 
government faces, as well as the sudden ac- 
Knowledgment of the growing problem of 
hunger and malnutrition in our midst. 

"Given the current crisis, is it appropriate to 
talk about AIDS?" Cravero asked. 

In reply, the UNAIDS official observed, “It is 
по small consolation that addressing hunger 
and poverty contributes to the prevention of 
HIV. You all know that most of what is good for 
development is also good for defeating AIDS. 
Children who stay in school are at lower risk of 
becoming infected. A vibrant rural sector cre- 
ates local jobs that keep families intact. Gen- 
der equality creates security and opportunity 
for women, reducing the number of those who 
must resort to sex work for survival." 

But, added Cravero, "the reverse is also 

true. if left unchecked, AIDS will invariably 
bring further disasters in its wake,” with “an 
AIDS epidemic (having) widespread effects 
that will last for generations.” 
NOW when HIV/AIDS in the Philippines is still 
“low and slow,” Cravero noted, is precisely the 
best time to expand prevention and care efforts, 
which are "much more effective and less costly 
than dealing with a full-blown epidemic,” a les- 
son ‘Africa learned the hard way" 

“The low prevalence status of HIV in the 
Philippines today does not present a dilemma, 
Cravero declared. "It should be seized as an op- 
portunity!” 


to have become complacent.” “AIDS is coming,” 
he warned, and the country seems to have let 
down its guard. Among the particular areas of 
concern he noted: inadequate condom promo- 
tion based on “moral” grounds, even as other 
Catholic countries, like Mexico, have proven that 
its possible for a country to be predominantly 
Catholic and yet aggressively promote condoms 
as a protection against HIV infection; and the 
lack of access of most of the Filipinos living with 
HIV/AIDS to anti-AIDS medications. “If we can 
offer free or subsidized medicines, we will in- 
crease voluntary testing,” he said 

EASILY the most impassioned of the speakers 
at the forum was Maureen Colombo, a mem- 
ber and spokesperson of Pinoy Plus, an orga- 
nization of persons living with HIV/AIDS, as 
well as a founder of Babae Plus, composed of 
‘women living with HIV/AIDS, 

‘Among the most neglected of the country's 
HIV/AIDS program areas, she said, is the care 
and support for persons living with HIV/AIDS. 
“The budget has been reduced drastically, and 
support for those of us living in San Lazaro 
(where former Health Secretary and now Sen. 
Juan Flavier set up a home for PWHAS) has 
likewise gone down dramatically.” 

‘Colombo recounted the hardships they were 
facing, especially the lack of cremation facilities 
for their dead fellow residents, “Ever since San 
Lazaro's crematorium broke down, we have had 
a very hard time burying our dead. It's too ex- 
pensive for us to pay for private cremation, and 
there is no one we can turn to for help.” 

Even “simple needs” such as pain killers like 
paracetamol are not available to them, Colombo 
noted. “Doctors give us prescriptions, but with 
no money to buy the medicines or food, we: 
might as well eat the paper they're written on.

IN APRIL 1864, Spanish Commissioner Regio led 


ly variation being that their loose gowns were 
a delegation to pay a courtesy call on the Sultan 


of Jolo, Mohammed Diamolol Alau. They had left 
Zamboanga the day before on the schooner Circe. 
‘The commander of the Navy, D. Antonio Mora, 
preceded them as the advance party and relayed 
the message that the sultan was in his residence 
in the fields but would arrive that night. 

Between 11 a.m. and noon, the datus Alin-Nasa, 
Gudin, Iman-Alipa and Iman-Aman together with 
their subjects and retinue arrived, accompanied by 
Mora and the secretary interpreter of the sultan, Vi- 
cente Narciso, made their courtesy call. The emis- 
sáries requested Regio to dispense with the gun 
salute since the court was in mourning and local 
protocol did not allow artillery salvos. That evening 
five captives of the Joloanos who had tried to es- 
cape were returned asa gesture of goodwill 

"The datus Asim, Diamarol, Disrael and Aman 
and others accompanied the expedition when they 
disembarked and took each of the Spaniards by 
hand, and led them thus while repeating the words 
“friend. .brothers” in a high voice and in Spanish 
through the armed multitude, surrounded and fol- 
lowed by guards bearing immense swords. In this 
manner, the retinue crossed the short space from 
the beach, passing bridges and climbing up and 
down stairs of bamboo until they reached the house 
ofthe Sultan Mohammed Diamolol Alau, 

‘The house had been prepared for the official óc- 
casion, the roof covered mostly in a tapiz of silk em- 
broidered in various colors and the walls draped 
with Chinese silk (known in Jolo as de Persiana and 
very similar to a European cloth called de casulla) 
from ceiling to floor. On a dais in the center of the 
wall to the right of the entrance door was the throne 
stuffed with crimson pillows. The sultan did not oc- 
сиру his canopied throne but instead sat on an old 
armchair to the left of the throne. A round table 
with various chairs comprised the rest of the fui- 
ture of the room. A lighted candle on a slim and 
large copper candlestick on top of the table emitted 
a poor radiance since it was still daylight.

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‘The sultan arose when the visitors entered and 
gave them his hand, He signaled for them to sit 
down, and the servants prepared the table for the 
meal consisting of crystal cups filled with Euro- 
pean liqueurs and various types of European 
jams, newly baked cookies and rolls of honey- 
Sweetened rice that the Moros especially enjoyed. 
Chocolate in the French manner was served in 
Chinese porcelain cups, 

‘The sultan was a young man of 19 whose physi- 
cal aspect confirmed the information earlier ac- 
quired thar he was a sensualist, with the consent 
and help of the datus who took advantage of his 
‘weakness with great ease. The use of opium was 
‘completing the work of destroying a physique and 
temperament that were not particularly robust, He 
was dressed in mourning, wearing the silver belt 
with the escutcheon of the Spanish arms in gold at 
the center given by the governor-general. His tur- 
ban was of silk embroidered in gold and silver h 
short jacket also of silk was seeded with fancy c 
огей stones encased on it. His narrow pantaloons 
of black silk, dotted with sequins and decorated 
with gilded small stars and stones of many colors, 
didn’t reach his ankles. He wore a sash of tulle and 
silk decorated in the same manner. 

His brother, who was 10 or 12 years old, stood 
at the right ofthe sultan, with a sword around his 
waist as required by the protocol of palace cere- 
monies. The sword did not seem any different 
from the ones in use. 

The datus, subjects and other members of the 
retinue were dressed in the same manner, the on- 


shorter, more or less richly decorated according 
to their rank. In a carved gold box with various di- 
visions of the same metal, the visitors were pre- 
sented with cigars and betel or buyo which the 
Moros used constantly. 

Through the interpreter and secretary of the 
sultan, a Filipino sergeant who was paid P25 
monthly, the commissioner made it known that he 
was visiting the dominions of Her Majesty to learn 
about their situation and find out their needs. 
Since Jolo was considered part of the realm, any 
complaints or opinions would reach Her Majesty. 

Datu Asim who served as first minister of the 
sultan, replied that they were honored by the visit 
and the pleasure of the visit prevented them from 
complaining. He added that they would put 
down in writing their thanks for the offer, confi- 
dent of the protection of the Queen that the 
Joloanos had always counted on. 

However, they were able to express their desire. 
to arm four vintas to pursue pirates. They also 
wanted to open their ports to commerce and es- 
tablish a customs house. In the event that the 
armed vessels could not stop piracy, they wanted 
reassurance that the royal navy would help and 
offer other means to stop it, The government 
would be in charge of the vessels maintenance. 

‘The commissioner replied that he would rec- 
‘ommend the proposal to the governor and to the 
Queen since he himself could not make the deci- , 
sion. 

The minister insisted that the premise of the. 
proposal was tha no commerce was possible as 
long as piracy persisted. 

‘The farewells were conducted with as much 
courtesy as the arrival and the datus ассотра- 
nied the Spaniards back to their ship (and no 
doubt heaveda sigh of relief).

‘THE UNIVERSITY of the Philippines-Los Bafios 
will welcome a Senate inquiry into our deci- 
sion to cut diseased trees in the campus, It will 
be an opportunity to clear ourselves of the un- 
fair allegations that we made that decision for 
profit; and to prove that these trees were rec- 
‘ommended for cutting for reasons of public 
safety, The trees were diagnosed by our 
foresters to have butt and center rot, were 
leaning toward the road, were in high human 
activity zone areas, and thus they constituted 
public safety hazards. 

Our action was not arbitrary and had legal 
basis under Republic Act No. 3571, which 
clearly states that a tree can be cut, pruned 
or destroyed when necessary, for public safe-

Neither are the UPLB 
administrators undertaking illegal logging of 
trees “worth P40 million inside the campus" as 
alleged. UPLB has in fact demonstrated a very 
good track record of forest conservation and 
rehabilitation as showcased by the Makiling 
Forest Reserve, the only remaining forest with- 
in the 65-kilometer radius of Metro Manila, 
Through this letter, we invite Environment 
Secretary Michael Defensor to conduct an aeri- 
al survey of the MFR.

Imports killing PBA 


A DECADE or so ago, "imports" became a regu- 
lar—in fact, the principal—feature of the 
Philippine Basketball Association's confer- 
ences. Did the imports improve the Philippine 
brand of basketball? 

Before the advent of the imports, we were 
the supreme basketball power in Asia, We even 
placed third in the Berlin Olympics. In the last 
Asian games, however, after a series of losses 
in the preliminaries, our team went down to 
the losers’ bracket and ended up near the 
tailend! How sad! 

Thave been regularly watching PBA games 
since the league started. 1 have noticed that 
with the the imports around, our Filipino 
stars are being deprived of enough playing 
time and usually end up as second stringers. 
Then they are eventually treated as “has 
beens.” 

‘We thus sympathize with the Filipino bas- 
ketball players’ predicament. Their position 
оп the issue of PBA imports has basis in law, 
specifically Article 40 and Rule XIV, Sections 
4, 5 and Subsections 2 and 3-c of the Labor 
Code. 

‘Article 40 requires that non-resident aliens 
may be granted an employment permit by the 
Department of Labor and Employment only af- 
ter it has been determined that no person in 
the Philippines, who is competent and willing 
at the time of the application to perform the 
services for which the alien is desired, is avail- 
able. 

Rule XIV, Sections 4 and 5, mandate (1) 
"That the resident alien shall bind themselves 
зо train at least two Filipino understudies for a 
period to be determined by the Minister (sec- 
retary, DOLE) and (2) the designation by the 
employer of atleast rwo understudies for every 
alien worker (Subsections 2 and 3-с). 

There is no question that an employer-em: 
ployee relationship exists between the PBA 
and the alien players and, therefore, they 
should be subject to the provisions of the Labor 
Code and of its implementing rules. 

Obviously the requirements of the law have 
not been met, The DOLE and PBA should nor 
have allowed these "imports" to play in the 
first place. If the РВА intention was to im 
prove Philippine basketball, from all indica 
tions, it has achieved the opposite. We are al 
most the tailender in Asia. The better alterna 
tive would have been to import expert conche: 
and play more games against foreign champi 
on basketball teams. 

‘The DOLE should, for the reasons discussec 
above, immediately cancel the working per 
mits of the imports and the PBA should put i 
theirstead our Filipino players.

The report, 
signed by Demetrio Ignacio Jr, Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources officer- 
in-charge, informed the SMC that it obtained 
the “blue” rating, meaning it passed perfor- 
mance compliance standards, 

The SMC has an ISO 14000 certification, a 
standard that is higher than what the govern- 
ment requires, it was learned, 

The protesters, all residents of Barangay 
Quebiawan on where the complex is located, 
began marching at 7 a.m. 


Security breach 

They breached the security line and formed 
a picket a few meters from the SMC gate. 
They were carrying streamers and placards 
decrying the alleged pollution and depletion 
of water in the village. No SMC official went 
utto talk to the protesters. 

Roberto Manalo, chair of the Quebiawan 
Muna Neighborhood Association, said the 
SMC violated the terms of a 1977 memoran- 
dum of agreement with the villagers, when 
the SMC was starting to build the complex. 

Aside from employment, the terms include 
free supply of clean water and care for the en- 
vironment, Manalo said. 

‘The SMC started operations in Quebiawan, а 
village now occupied by 10,000 residents, in 1979. 

Also on Wednesday the Center for Environmen- 
tal Concerns Philippines released the findings of a 
study confirming the dumping of inadequately 
treated liquid waste along the Quebiawan Creek. 

"The SMC is likewise denying the residents of 
sources of dean water, potable and affordable wa- 

‘said Frances Quimipo, CEC executive director, 

juimpo said water samples obtained from 
the main wastewater outlet of SMC registered 
8,800 milligram per liter mg/L of total dis- 
solved solids. This, she said, was five times 
higher than the level allowed by the DENR 
under Administrative Order 35. 


Oxygen demand 

Quimpo said the SMC here registered a bio- 
chemical oxygen demand of 67 mg/L, which 
is thrice the level recorded from the polluted 
Pasig River. 

"These results suggest that water in the creek 
is definitely polluted and the presence of SMC 
and other industries discharging waste into the 
creek are indicative of the degraded condition 
of the creek,” Januar Ong, also of the CEC said. 

National Water Resources Board data 
showed that SMC, which maintains 10 ground- 
‘water pumps here, draws more than 400 liters 
per seconds. Ong said this was the likely cause 
of depleted water supply in the village. 

Milagros Lopez, 52, said the water drawn 
from a well in Purok 3 where she lives gives 
out yellowish water with foul odor. 

Ong said seven out of 12 samples of drink- 
ing water collected from piped water con- 
nected to the City of San Fernando Water Dis- 
trict contained an average total coliform 
count of 8 to 23. The standard should not ex- 
ceed zero for every 100 ml of water. 

Quimpo said the problem in Quebiawan “is 
not a simple case of corporate environmental 
abuse, although that is already serious.” 

“The greater problem is how the people 
have been marginalized in the enjoyment of 
natural bounties when giant industries like 
SMC lord over and abuse the narural resources 
that should be reserved for the people,” she 
said.

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NPAs launch simultaneous 
attacks in Sorsogon areas 


STA. MAGDALENA, Sorsogon—Sus- 
pected New Peoples Army (NPA) 
rebels attacked Wednesday night a 
military detachment in Barangay San 
Isidro here, leaving a paramilitary 
man dead and bloodstains on their 
withdrawal route. 

"The rebels also harassed two other 
‘Army detachments in Matnog, Sorso- 
gon but no casualty was reported. 

In the Barangay San Isidro attack, 
some 30 to 40 NPA rebels attacked 
the detachment, some 15 to 20 kilo- 
meters from the town proper, and en- 
gaged the military men in a gunfight 
that started at around 11 p.m. and 
lasted up to early morning Thursday, 
areport said. 

A brownout was also noted during 
the gunfight. 

Lt, Col. Ernesto Pascual, head of 
the 2nd Infantry Battalion of the 
Philippine Army based in Juban, Sor- 
sogon, said the military defended 
well and “(out)maneuvered” the 
Же, causing them to withdraw. 

“One of our men, a Cafgu, died but 
we have received through a radio 


combo that two of their men were al- 
so killed and they left a lot of blood- 
stains in their path,” Pascual told the 
Inquirer in a phone interview. 

"The military also recovered M-14 
and M-16 rifles, 10 molotov cocktails 
and several hand grenades, he 
added. 

‘While the Sta. Magdalena attack 
was going on, another group of NPA 
rebels opened fire at a military de- 
tachment in Matnog near the Globe 
cell site and another one in Barangay 
Laboy, same town, in a possible effort 
to divert and confuse the military re- 
inforcement to the Sta. Magdalena 
detachment, according to Senior 
Supt. Ame de los Santos, Sorsogon 
police director. 

No fatality was recorded as the 
rebels did not go near the detach- 
ments, according to reports. 

“Apparently, the main concentra- 
tion of the attacks was on Sta. Mag- 
dalena, the first rebel attack reported 
in the area, and the two other attacks 
were just diversionary,” according to 
De los Santos. 


‘The Communist Party of the Philip- 
pines (CPP) earlier called on its 
armed wing, the NPA, to intensify of- 
fensives against the military. 

"They could not immediately con- 
firm the mode of transportation that 
therebels used for the attacks but mo- 
torboats were possibly used, accord- 
ing to Pascual and De los Santos. 

The military was conducting a pur- 
suit operation while the police have 
setup checkpoints as of press time. 

‘The communists are holding talks 
with the government for a peace 
agreement but the talks have 
bogged down following the listing 
of the NPA and the CPP as terrorist 
organizations. 

The guerrillas protested the two 
groups inclusion in the interna- 
tional list of terror organizations 
prepared by the US government 
and vowed to step up attacks on 
government targets.

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Love in wartime

OVE stories that were 

doomed by war have some- 

how surfaced as one re- 
searched through the history and 
culture of the Leyte-Samar region. 

The memoir of Porfirio Kuizon in his 70s of 
Bato, Leyte, tells of a love story ín his hometown 
during World War I 

Titled “The Good War,” the memoir, seven. 
pages of single-spaced text in fine print with 
some scanned pictures, includes a Who's Who 
list of elite families from Cebu City war 
refugees who made Bato their "Little Cebu" 
and the Kuizons' poblacion residence as a 
half-way house. 

The Kuizon patriarch, Segundo, was an 
apolitical community stalwart who owned 
the only high school in town before the war. 

The memoir also tells ofa string of love stories 
involving individuals from all sides of the con- 
fict: Japanese Filipina, three American guerrillas 
and their partners, and even the Kuizon siblings. 

The more tragic love story involved the 
young Japanese commandant of the Bato gar- 
tison and the daughter of the town's wartime 
mayor. This was matched with an extant old 
picture of the two lovers. 

Kuizon was 12 years old and in fifth grade 
when the war broke out in December 1941. 
Their ‘teacher dismissed the class and the 
pupils cheered the unscheduled vacation, not 
knowing it would last more than three years 

‘The Japanese troops reached Bato in May 
1942 and made a garrison out of its public 
school buildings. 

Luckily for the town, the young Japanese com- 
mandant, Capt. Katuisi Amano, a graduate of an.

‘American university, was a fluent English speak- 
er. He was also not the stereotyped Japanese offi- 
cer e. fanaticaly brutal and cruel). 

Probably the same officer known in another. 
document as “Col. Bo Tay” (зе, bow tie, per- 
haps a signature wardrobe item), Amano ap- 
pointed Ranulfo Sanchez as the town mayor. 

Mayor Sanchez played his cards very well. 
їп dealing with Captain Amano and the 
Japanese troops in his town while maintain- 
ing regular contact ino and Ameri- 
can guerrillas throughout the war. 

But the mayor did not really have to work 
hard to please the Japanese, because Amano 
soon fell in love with his 23-year-old daughter, 
Marcelina, who bore her father’s good looks 
and fair complexion from a Spanish lineage. 

Amano formally courted Marcelina and 
promised to marry her after the war. 


Wartime heroine 

Batos wartime residents acknowledged 
Marcelina Sanchez as their heroine. Because. 
of her, Captain Amano developed a soft spot 
for the town. 

Despite several guerrilla attacks on the lo- 
cal garrison and on patrolling Japanese 
troops, there was no bloody retaliation 
against innocent local civilians, as had hap- 
pened in other parts of the country. 

Bato was a nerve center of the guerilla 
movement in the southern part of Leyte Island. 

The town did not have a known “collabora- 
tor" or Filipino spy for the Japanese. A peas- 
anttype resident who started to become 
friendly with the Japanese was found stabbed 
dead in the street one evening, 

Asa result, prominent personalities such as 
pre-war Senate President Mariano J. Cento of 
Cebu, Sen. Carlos P. Garcia (later president) 
of Bohol, and Col. Rupert Angleton (the Leyte 
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JAPANESE Imperial Army Capt. Katuisi Amano and Marcelina Sanchez in wartime Bato. 


guerrilla leader who later became provincial 
governor, defense secretary and senator) 
could frequent the Kuizons' evacuation house 
a kilometer away from the poblacion without 
being detected by the Japanese. 

As the chess player in the family, Kuizon 
had played games with Senator Garcia and 
Colonel Kangleon. He always beat Kangleon 
and he could beat Garcia when the senator 
played with a one-rook handicap. 


Brush with the Japanese 

Kuizon’s household chore was running 
morning errands to the town market on his bi- 
cycle, a fancy vehicle at the time. 

He had a brush with Japanese soldiers in 
town due to one such errand. 

‘One morning, while he was biking to the 
market, a Japanese sergeant named Tanaka 
signaled Kuizon to approach him. The soldier 
then borrowed his bike and promised to re- 
turn itat noon. 

At around 4 p.m., when there was no sign of 
the sergeant or of the bike, Kuizon pleaded with 
his eldest brother, Anselmo, to accompany him 
to the Japanese garrison to reclaim his bike. 

‘The brother first consulted the mayor and 
sought his advice before they went to see the 
Japanese. 

‘At the garrison, Captain Amano called the 
involved sergeant and a private after he was 
briefed about the incident. Then in front of 
the awe-struck brothers, the Japanese private 
slapped the sergeant left and right many 
times and yelled reprimands at him while the 
commandant silently watched the process. 

Kuizon got his bike back afterwards. But up-

on reaching the garrison's gate, the sergeant 
was there, waiting for him. In revenge, he 
slapped the boy once with all his might. 

Stars flashed in the young Kuizon's mind 
from the slapping. But he did not fall down 
because he held on to this bike. 

Kuizon has never forgotten Amano's kind- 
ness in entertaining a young boy's complaint. 
He mused that such gesture would not have 
been possible without the influence of the 
mayor and his daughter. 

The return through Leyte of the US Allied 
Forces led by Gen. Douglas MacArthur in Oc- 
tober 1944 dashed all hopes of a Japanese- 
Filipina wedding in Bato after the war. 

Captain Amano was killed along with his men 
during the Battle of Ormoc, about 90 km north of 
Bato. The battle was fought in December 1944, 

‘The disconsolate Marcelina was informed 
about her fiancés death by an officer of the 
Philippine Army, who had probably fought on 
the other side of the same battle. 

Marcelina later got married to a fellow Ba- 
to resident. But the unhappy union did not 
lasta year and the couple broke up. 

1n February 1987, during the centennial an- 
niversary of the founding of Bato town, Marceli- 
та and her father were each presented a "Cen- 
tury Award Certificate of Recognition” for their 
heroic deeds during the Japanese occupation. 

Now 85 years old, in poor health, hard at. 
hearing, and without a family of her own,” 
Marcelina lives with a cousin in Iligan City. 

She recently sent Kuizon a priceless memen- 
to of her life—her old photograph with Captain 
Amano, taken on a bright sunny day during 
tense but hopeful times on the seawall in Bato. 


Revolutionary leader re-interred 
100 years after death in Antique

NTIQUENOS marked the 

centennial death anniversary 

of revolutionary leader Gen. 
Leandro Fullon on Oct. 16, with the 
re-interment of his remains at the 
national shrine in his name at his 
hometown Hamtic, 7 km south of 
San Jose town, Antique. 

The re-interment capped a three-day com: 
memoration in the province that started on 
Oct. 14 with a vigil at the provincial capitol, 
where his remains were taken from the La Paz 
cemetery in Hamtic. 

On Оа. 15, a motorcade accompanied the 
transfer of his remains from San Jose to the 
Hamtic covered court where it stayed overnight. 
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On Oct. 16, officials of Antique and represen- 
tatives of the National Historical Institute led 
the rites, which started with a necrological pro- 
gram at 8 a.m. before the procession from the. 
covered court to the Sta. Monica Parish Church. 

After the Mass, а funeral procession followed 
from the church to the Gen. Leandro Locsin Ful- 
Jon National Shrine at ће town's public plaza for 
the reinterment. The remains were re-buried at 
the base of a monument of Fullon made by Na- 
tional Arist Napoleon Abueva. 

Bom on March 13, 1877 in Hamtic, Fullon 
studied at the Colegio de San Juan de Letran in, 
Manila, where he joined the Katipunan, shortly 
before the revolutionary government was being 
organized by President Emilio Aguinaldo. 

He was appointed by Aguinaldo to lead an 
expeditionary force to Panay Island. He left on 
Sept. 6, 1898 from San Roque, Cavite with 140 
officers and 340 men and arrived in Pandan on 
Sept. 21 where volunteers joined bis forces. 

He established a revolutionary government 
їп Pandan with the election of local officials. 
He fought the Spanish forces that landed in 
the neighboring Culasi where he also formed 
arevolutionary government. 

On Nov. 22, 1898, Fullon's forces captured 
San Jose, the provincial capital. He led the or- 
ganizing of a provincial government. 

When the revolutionary government in the 
Visayas was later organized, he was appoint- 
ed politico-military governor of Antique, © 

Не was in lloilo when the Filipino-Ameri- 
сап War broke out and helped in the resis- 
tance together with Gen. Martin Delgado and 
other revolutionary leaders. 

He returned to Antique in 1899 and led the 
resistance against American troops there 
starting in 1900. He surrendered on March 
22, 1901 after his forces became weakened 
due to heavy casualties and battle losses. 

‘After the civil government was organized, 
he was appointed on April 15, 1901, a post 
that he held until he died in Oct. 16, 1904, 

On Nov. 14, 1982, the Batasang Pambansa 
passed В.Р 309 directing the National Historical 
Institute to transfer the remains of Pullon from 
the La Paz Cemetery in Hamtic and the erection 
ofa shrine in his honor atthe public plaza,

No transport strike for now

Boston hopes to exorcise Babe’s 
curse’ after crushing ‘Evil Empire’ 


BOSTON—"Miracle Workers,” the 
Boston Globe proclaimed on Thurs- 
day after the Red Sox—baseball's 
perennial also-rans-— finally brought 
down the "Evil Empire," taking a gi- 
ant step toward their first World Se- 
ries title in 86 years by ousting the 
New York Yankees. 

А supposedly cursed team whose 
players call themselves "idiots with 
bad hair,” the scruffy Red Sox won 
their first American League title 
since 1986 by rallying from a 3-0 
deficit in the best-of-seven series 
—the greatest comeback in postsea- 
son baseball history. 

ОЁ greater importance for long- 
suffering Boston fans, the Red Sox 
did it on the home turf of their well 
manicured archrivals to the south: 
the Yankees, the team Red Sox own- 
ers call the “Evil Empire" and which 
had stymied Red Sox dreams for 
eight decades. 

"The Red Sox last won a World Series

championship in 1918. The Yankees 
have won 26 since then. 

Red Sox fans have long com- 
plained of the “Curse of the Bambi- 
no,” a hex said to hang over the 
team’s Fenway Park since 1920 when 
‘owner Harry Frazee sold Babe Ruth 
tothe Yankees. 

‘Across New England, fans cele- 
brated the Red Sox victory into the 
wee hours, sometimes violently. In 
Boston, police arrested eight people 
and at least a dozen were injured. 
Similar violence broke out in New 
England college towns. 

Fans’ elation was so strong be- 
cause the Yankees-Red Sox enmity 
жаз unique. 

"Everyone called it а rivalry, but it 
was actually a feud, because the Red 
Sox never won. All the emotion of a 
rivalry was there, but the same thing 
happened every time,” ESPN.com 
columnist Bill Simmons told 
Reuters. 


Dan Shaughnessy, a Boston base- 
ball columnist and the author of a 
book about the curse, urged fans to 
calm down. 

“Sweet as it was to beat the Yan- 
kees, the Sox still have to win a 
World Series before they throw off 
the dreaded pox,” Shaughnessy 
wrote in Thursday's Globe, noting 
Boston had played in four World Se- 
ries since 1918 and lost each one. 

While the Red Sox postseason suc- 
cess is becoming a US cultural phe- 
nomenon, it could take on political 
dimensions before the Nov. 2 presi- 
dential election. 

А Red Sox fan, Democratic chal- 
lenger Sen. John Kerry watched 
most of Wednesday's decisive game 
from a hotel room in Ohio, an impor- 
tant battleground state where he 
was campaigning. 

“Theyre the greatest comeback 
team theres,” Kerry said, pointing at 
the television set.

"The SEA Games will come to our soil а third 
time and it would be a long time after that when 
it gets back here and we have to make the most 
cout of,” said Buhain, on whose broad shoulders 
rests the load of honing Filipino athletes to the

The PSC, Buhain said, has a responsibility to 
guarantee not only a successful hosting but also 
а successful campaign that would see Filipino 
athletes at the top of the awards podium in

ODAY’S youth may be more 
| familiar with Ricky Martin 
and company than with Ser- 
gio Mendes and his Brazil 66, but 
everybody, young and old alike, 
can surely sing along to Mendes 
classics like "Take This Love,” 
“Never Gonna Let You Go" and 
"What Do We Mean to Each Other." 
When we gave Mendes’ “The Ultimate Hits: 
3 Decades of Music" a spin, we discovered 
these and several other well-loved songs that 
we never knew were his. As the title indicates, 
this is a compilation of selected hits from his 
30-plus years in the international music 
scene. 


Covers 

"The 19 tracks in the disc also include covers 
of other classics like Antonio Carlos Jobim's 
“Waters of March," the Beatles’ “Fool on the 
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НЩ,” Cole Porter's "Night and Day" and Si- 
mon and Garfunkel's “Scarborough Fai.” 

А native of Brazil, Mendes is one of the 
most well-known exponents of bossa nova 
music. He has a background in jazz, having 
worked with industry lights like Jobim and 
Art Farmer, The result of these influences is a 
blend of jazz and pop that represents the best 
ineasy-listening music. 

Mendes established his group, Brazil 66, in 
1966 with him on keyboards, Bob Matthews 
on bass, Jao Palma on drums, Jose Soares on 
percussion, and Janis Hansen and Lani Hall 
‘on vocals. They proceeded to conquer the air- 
waves of that period, making Mendes the 
topselling Brazilian artist of the late 60s, and 
among the world's top five.

Mendes and company continued to make 
their mark in the following decades, and their 
songs are still airing today. Аза matter of fact, 
what this discs playlist reminds us of is after- 
moons in the province where we grew up, 
when DJs would lull heir listeners with light.

LAST Oct. 2, the country's leading movie 
producers met with the members of the 
Film Development Council of the Philip- 
pines’ Cinema Evaluation Board at the 
Asian Institute of Management. The CEB 
and the producers evaluated the effectivity 
of the board in helping producers with 
amusement tax rebates, to raise their films’ 
devel of quality. 

Producers were informed that а total of 
32 movies have been submitted by produc- 
ers for grading by the CEB. Of these, 21 
were favorably graded and granted incen- 
tives—two films were graded "A" (100 per- 
cent rebate on amusement taxes), and 19 
were graded "B" (65 percent amusement. 
tax rebate). 


Total collection 

Total collections from | moviehouses 
amounted to P60 million, of which some P39 
million has been remitted to producers of 
graded films. 

The producers present were asked for feed- 
back on the CEB process, and they said they 
were generally happy with it. They expressed 
appreciation for the extra income they got as 
reward for the quality of their productions, 
and said they would make even better movies 
in the future. 

For their part, some CEB members said they 
were aware of the difficulties that the Filipino 
movie industry has been experiencing for the 
past five years, and they have adjusted their 
mind-set to some degree in cognizance of 
these problems. 


Informed view 

‘The producers said they appreciated the 
СЕВ informed view about the realities of 
‘making movies in the Philippines. But some of 
them urged the CEB not to adjust its standards 
of quality too much, or else "we won't have 
anything to aspire to.” 

‘The CEB members welcomed this reac- 
tion from some producers, and the long dis- 
cussion ended with everyone pledging to 
work together to further encourage the 
production of good movies in this country, 
зо the local film, audience will-be well- 
served.

SOMEBODY big was missing from that horde 
of political and professional hangers-on who, 
just the other day, took their “oath of office" at 
Malacafiang en masse. 

“Oath of office,” to us down here in my 
barangay, is another way of saying “oath of 
egiance to this cute administration of Glo 
aetta—with pay” 

Missing from the new batch of appointees 
to the ever fattening bureaucracy of this cute 
administration was the tall, dark and, er, for- 
mier policeman Reynaldo Berroya. 

‘After his recent retirement from the police 
force, the burly mustachioed Berroya imme- 
diately became an assistant secretary at the 
Department of Transportation and Communi- 
cations.

‘Suarez already filed a bill in Congress to 
such an effect. He said it could stop smuggling 
of liquor and cigarette. Really now! 

Perhaps the good congressman does not know 
that the DFP no longer owns the liquor and 
cigarette business in its own store in Parafiaque. 

"The business has been given to a Chinese- 
Filipino concessionaire—actually, a monopoly 
concessionaire—during the time of Benjie Lim 
as DFP general manager, who is now the may- 
or of Dagupan City in Pangasinan. 

Still, Suarez wants a safeguard against 
smuggling of duty-free goods from out of the 
DFR

Under his proposal, the yearly limit should be 
based on the estimated number of travelers.

DENR offers incentives to firms 
investing in anti-pollution devices

SCORE another one for the drive against air 
pollution. 

The Department of Environment and Natu- 
ral- Resources has recently issued guidelines 
granting generous incentives to companies 
that will invest in anti-air pollution devices. 

‘According to the DENR guidelines, companies 
ог cooperatives may deduct from their gross in- 
come a reasonable depreciation allowance for the 
wear and tear of air pollution control devices. 

They may also invest in research and devel- 
‘opment of mechanisms and techniques to 
control their air emission, and avail them- 
selves of tax credits on the purchase air pollu- 
tion control devices. 

The guidelines (Administrative Order 
2004-53) likewise exempt companies from 
paying real property tax on machinery and 
'eqbipment used for air pollution control and 
environmental protection. 

Тах incentives on these devices can also be 
availed of by companies operating inside spe- 
cial economic and freeport zones. 

‘The applicant must secure a permit to operate 
anti-air pollution devices from the Environmen- 
tal- Management Bureau (ЕМВ), which shall 
seiyeas proof of eligibility for the tax incentives.

Qualified enterprises may avail themselves 
of tax incentives provided for under existing 
laws, subject to the rules and regulations of 
concerned incentives-administering agencies. 

These include the Board of Investments of the 
Deparment of Trade and Industry, Philippine 
Economic Zone Authority Department of Finance 
and its concerned bureaus, Subic Bay Metropoli- 
tan Authority and Glark Development Corp.

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Registration of cell phone dealers, repair shops extended

THE NATIONAL Telecommunications 
Commission has extended by another 
month to Nov. 25 the deadline for wire- 
less phone dealers and repair shops to 
register with the NTC. 

NTC Deputy Commissioner Jorge 
Sarmiento said the second extension 
‘was in response to clamor from thou- 
sands of wireless shops and repair out- 
lets that have yet to comply with the 
agency's order. 

‘The NTC originally set the deadline 
оп Sept. 25, which it later extended to 
Oct. 26. 

It had ordered the registration of all 
mobile phone dealers and repair shops 
nationwide to help prevent the sale of 
stolen and blocked handsets, according 
to Sarmiento. 

"We came up with the regulation to 
curb the illegal practice of unautho- 
rized dealers and repair shops. We also 


want to address the rampant theft of 
mobile phones that have resulted to 
deaths and injuries to the victims," he 
added. 

‘There are between 10,000 and 
15,000 mobile phone dealers and an- 
other 5,000 to 10,000 cellular phone 
repair shops in the National Capital Re- 
gion alone, based on the NTC esti- 
mates. 

As of June, the NTC said it had 
blocked the IMEI number of 6,000 
handsets that were reported stolen. In 
2003, the blocked handsets stood at 
15,000 and the previous year, blocked 
IMEIs reached 25,000. 

‘The IMEI code is the 15-digit Interna- 
tional Mobile Equipment Identity num- 
ber usually found underneath the re- 
movable battery. The NTC was not sure 
whether the 46,000 stolen handsets it 
had blocked were eventually unblocked 
and sold. 

"This is what we would like to pre- 


vent, which is why we wanted to regis- 
ter the cell phone shops and the repair 
shops. We want to stop them from sell- 
ing stolen mobile phones," Sarmiento 
pointed out. 

The Commission had stopped up- 
loading the list of blocked IMEI num- 
bers in the website after receiving a 
tip that some hackers were able to do 
something to revive the blocked 
codes. 

The NTC said it would seek assis- 
tance from the police to implement-the 
spot checks on the phone dealers and 
repair shops. 

A penalty of P5,000 had been set for 
each violation committed by a dealer 
or repair shop. Among these are the 
sale or trading of stolen phones and 
parts, unblocking of cellular phones, 
and operating without an NTC per- 
mit. 

The Commission said it would sus- 
pend, cancel or revoke the permit of 


companies that would violate the circu- 
lar. 

The NTC would collect from each 
shop a filing fee of P180, a permit fee of 
P1,200 and an inspection fee of P720. 
The NTC permit is valid for a year and 
must be renewed annually. 

Dealers were asked to register with 
the NTC their inventory of mobile 
phones and SIM cards. They must also 
submit monthly sales and stock re- 
ports. 

The NTC added that dealers must not. 
engage in the trading of stolen or smug- 
gled phones and SIM cards while repair. 
shops must not unblock stolen phones 
and blocked SIM cards. 

"These dealers and repair shops 
shall not accept for repair, servicing or 
maintenance any mobile phone unit 
that comes from illegal sources. The 
altering of IMEI number is strictly pro- 
hibited and is illegal," said the NTC of- 
ficial.

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Metrobank 
raises stake 
in PSBank

METROPOLITAN Bank and Trust Co., the 
country's biggest bank, has raised its stake in 
savings bank unit Philippine Savings Bank to 
74.24 percent from 64 percent. 

In a disclosure to the Philippine Stock Ex- 
change yesterday, Metrobank said it bought 
18.36 million additional shares of PSBank 
from investment bank subsidiary First Metro 
Investment Corp. 

“They have been happy about PSBank and 
its prospects. It should be good for them," PS- 
Bank president Pascual Garcia said in an in- 
terview yesterday. 

Garcia said there would be no major 
change in PSBanks business strategy follow- 
ing the consolidation of shares in the hands of 
its parent bank. 

"This year, he said PSBank would likely ex- 
ceed the earnings posted last year. 

PSBank is projecting a 20-percent expan- 
sion in profits over the P406 million generat- 
ed in 2003 on the back of a 20-percent target- 
ed rise in its loan portfolio. 

Garcia said PSBank has been investing 
heavily in branches this year and was set to 
‘open another 18 new branches next month. 

He said the savings bank was set to open 29 
new branches for the whole year, bringing its 
total network to 139. 

New products have contributed significantly 
to the banks increased share of the consumer 
market. In 2003, its innovative revolving Flexi 
Gredit Line, Home Credit Line, and Business 
Credit Line products were launched. This year, 
the bank also launched its PSBank MasterCard 
and intemational automated teller machine 
(ATM) card through MasterCard's Cirrus/Mae- 
stro and its Premium Checking account with 
record book, checkbook and ATM card. 


Gulf Air posts 
67.596 jump in RP 
passenger traffic 


GULF Air Philippines has reported a 67.5-per- 
cent rise in passenger traffic in the first seven 
months of 2004 compared with the same peri- 
od the previous year. 

Figures showed that a total of 67,285 peo- 
ple flew with Gulf Air from the Philippines be- 
tween Jan, 1 and July 30, up from 40,174 
during the same period in 2003. 

The increase was attributed to more flights 
originating from Manila travelling to the Mid- 
dle East and Europe and the introduction of 
new in-flight services such as Gulf Airs Sky 
Chefs in first class. 

With the increase in demand, Gulf Air added 
an extra four fights a week from the Philippines.

Beverage Packaging would have an aggre- 
gate capacity of producing 31,366 tons a year, 
translating to some 682 million 1.5-liter PET 
bottles including caps. 

Also, the company was required to submit 
to the DOST or the Bureau of Food and Drugs 
samples of the bottles produced, The samples 
would undergo tests on whether these “are 
really plasma-coated using the chemical va- 
por deposition coating system."

BIR turns to law students for help 
in pinning down tax cheats

LAW STUDENTS have agreed to 
render their services for free to help 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue in 
prosecuting hundreds of tax eva- 
sion cases. 

BIR officials yesterday signed a 
memorandum of agreement with 
representatives of five law schools 
that had accepted the revenue 
agency's invitation to assist the gov- 
ernment in pinning down at least 
300 companies suspected of tax 
delinquency. 

"The schools include the Universi- 
ty of the Philippines College of Law, 
University of the Philippines Col- 
lege of Law, Arellano Law School, 
Far Eastern University College of 
Law, and Ateneo de Manila Univer- 
sity Law School. According to the 
respective deans, a lot of law stu- 
dents have agreed to aid the bu- 
reau, 

"The invitation of the BIR will 
capture students who are at the 
height of their idealism,” said Raul 
Pangalangan, dean of the UP Col- 
lege of Law, during the signing of 
the MOA yesterday. 

‘The students will be tapped to 
provide research materials and case 


study reports on the 300 cases 
which the bureau wants to file be- 
fore the end of the year 

Some of the cases are already 
pending in courts, while others still 
need to be developed. 

“When we heard about the BIR's 
invitation, we offered our assistance 
because we realized that this was a 
good opportunity for us to learn," 


said Majella Gallevo, a second-year 
FEU Law School student. 

BIR Commissioner Guillermo 
Parayno Jr. yesterday said" еу de- 
cided to tap the services of students 
because the bureau's resources were. 
not enough to successfully prosecute 
all the suspected tax delinquents be- 
fore the end of the year. 

Parayno said the students would 
help out in big tax evasion cases, such 
as the one against tycoon Lucio Tan, 

The BIR commissioner said the 
300 suspected firms each have as- 
sets of at least P10 million. Some 
are even worth billions of pesos. He 
said the BIR would be able to detect 
tax delinquent firms during tax 
mapping operations. 

‘To compensate the students, the 
BIR would provide them proper 
training on prosecution by allowing 
them to appear before vatious pros- 
ecutors offices and courts in the pre- 
liminary investigation of the tax 
evasion cases. The BIR said it had 
already assigned cases to each of 
the five law schools, 

“The participating students will 
now have a better understanding of 
(how), to build cases and run after 
those who violate our tax laws," the 
BIR said in a statement, 


DA confident RP will be self-sufficient in rice by '06

‘THE DEPARTMENT of Agriculture (DA) 
is confident that the county will 
achieve 100-percent self-sufficiency in 
rice production by 2006 despite bud- 
getary constraints. 

‘Agriculture Secretary Archur Yap 
said President Macapagal-Arroyo has 
reaffirmed her administration's com- 
mitment to provide the funds required 
to pursue and sustaih the Ginintuang 
Masaganang Ani (GMA) or GMA Rice 
Program. 


‘The GMA rice program, which aims 
to increase rice production and yield 
through the use of certified and hybrid 
rice seeds, has been having problems 
due to lack of funds. 

Francisco Malabanan, rice program 
director, said that out of the P550 mil- 
lion allocated for the rice program this 
year, the Department of Budget and 
‘Management (DBM) has only released 
P181 million. 

The balance of P369 million is sup- 
posed to be paid to local hybrid rice 
seed growers contracted by the Philip- 


pine Rice Research Institute (Philtice) 
to supply the high-yielding hybrid rice 
seeds that would be distributed to farm- 
ers at the subsidized rate of P1,200 per 
20-kilogram bag. 

Asa result, the DA was forced to trim 
this year's rice production target to а 
range of 14.03 million to 14.26 million. 
metrictons (MT). 

Malabanan noted that this is the first 
time the DA revised its rice production 
targets. The revised target is 640,000 
МТ, or 840,000 MT lower than the orig- 
inal production target of 14.9 million 


MT. In 2003, rice production totaled 
13.49 million MT. 

He said the delay in the payment of 
hybrid rice seed growers is discourag- 
ing producers to continue supplying 
Philrice and this could further set back 
government efforts to attain self-suffi- 
ciency in rice. 

Malabanan said the rice production 
target for next year was placed at 15.07 
million MT or 97 percent self-sufficiency. 

“Without a corresponding budget, 
the DA will be hard-pressed to meet its 
targets,” Malabanan said.

Earlier this week, data showed crude oil 
imports rising by a slower pace in September, 
but oil company officials say they are on track 
to expand by 10 percent next year. 

А weaker dollar has helped support oil's 
run-up by cushioning the impact of higher 
prices for consumers using other currencies, 
particularly in Europe and Asia, but crude at 
$50-plus is taking some luster out of other- 
wise strong economies. 

US Federal Reserve Board Governor Ben 
Bernanke said on Thursday higher energy 
costs had constituted a “significant shock to 
the economic system” and were likely to cut 
US economic growth by a half to three-quar- 
ters of a percentage point this year. 

But he later added: "That still leaves us 
with growth near 4 percent, which is pretty 
good.” Reuters 


US CEOs plan to boost technology spending 


NEW YORK—Many US chief executives plan 
to boost technology spending in 2005, after 
the outcome of the presidential election be- 
comes clear, а survey released this week 
showed. . 

Bur overall CEO confidence was down forthe 
third month in a row in October, according to 
thesurvey by Chief Executive magazine. 

“In the short term CEOs are on the hold be- 
cause of the elections,” William Holstein, the 
magazine's editor in chief, said in an inter- 
view on Thursday. 

As a result, more than 70 percent of the 


roughly 500 CEOs questioned said they 
would increase tech spending in the next 
year. 

"CEOs have been tough-minded about 
costs so far, and now the business environ- 
mentis putting a stress on them and they real- 
ize they have to start spending on technology 
to grasp the business opportunities that are 
out there,” Holstein said. 

‘About 25 percent of the bosses said they 
might increase spending by more than 10 per- 
cent of their current budget, while 26 percent 
said they expect to boost tech spending by 5 


percent to 9 percent. Only 8 percent of execu- 
tives surveyed intended to cut spending over 
the next year. 

‘The top three areas where CEOs aim to add 
resources are hardware, security and soft- 
ware integration, and the increased invest- 
ment by companies could in turn spur jobs 
growth, 

“We believe that there is serious evidence 
to suggest employment will increase in the 
near future,” Edward Kopko, chair and CEO 
of the Chief Executive Group, said in a state 
ment. Reuters 


Japan service 
sector grew 
in August 


TOKYO—Japan's service sector expander 
August, underscoring views that domestic de- 
mand was underpinning the economy and 
helping to offset the effects of a global slow- 
down that could choke off demand for ex- 
ports. 

Japan's tertiary sector index rose 0.4 per- 
cent in August from July on a seasonally ad- 
 justed basis, data from the Ministry of Econo- 
my, Trade and Industry (Meti) data showed 
on Friday. 

That was slightly below a consensus fore- 
cast of 0.5 percent. 

‘The all-industries index, which combines 
the tertiary sector index with other barome- 
ters such as industrial output, inched up 0.2 
percent from the previous month, also just 
shy of a forecast rise of 0.3 percent in a 
Reuters poll of economists. 

The small increases, which came after 
weaker than expected readings for July, were 
taken as a sign that although Japanese 
growth slowed in the third quarter, the econo- 
my was not about to dive into recession. 

"In general, economic expansion is contin- 
uing, although the pace of growth is slowing 
temporarily now. But that does not mean re- 
covery is peaking out,” said Mamoru Yamaza- 
ki, chief economist at Barclays Capital Japan. 

‘Details showed the information and com- 
munications industry—including mobile 
phones and video game software—enjoyed a 
recovery in business. The sub-index rose 7.8 
percent. 

Restaurants and hotels, on the other hand, 
saw a 4.1 percent fall in business, and а min- 
istry official said rainy weather had kept peo- 
pleat home.

"We should further enhance and 
expand the achievements of macro-control to 
guard against a rebound of those problems." 

The GDP figure was close to the median 
forecast of 9.0 percent in a Reuters survey of 
eight forecasters. 

Economists said authorities would be en- 
couraged by a dip in annual consumer price 
inflation to 5.2 percent for September, down 
from a seven-year high of 5.3 percent in the 
prior two months. Economists had forecast it 
would stay atthat level in September. ^ 

Growth іп urban fixed-asset investment 
slowed to 27.9 percent for September from a 
year earlier. This compared with growth fig- 
ures of more thai 30 percent during the first 
half of the year. 

The government has clamped down on 
credit and introduced a raft of measures, such 
as tighter land-planning rules, to cool invest- 
ment in sectors such as property, steel and 
cars. 

“The modest slowdown in fixed-asset in- 
vestment and the pronounced slowdown in 
inflation are what the authorities want to 
see,” said Tim Condon, an economist with 
ING in Singapore, “Loosening the tightening 
measures is their next step. I think they can 
declare victory and start to remove them.”

EW YORK—How many 
genes does it take to make a 
human? Only about the 

same number it takes for a small 
flowering plant or a tiny worm, 
says a new estimate that has been 
sharply reduced from just three 
years ago. 

“We [humans] don't look very impressive 
їп the competition," said Dr. Francis Collins, 
co-author of the new analysis by the interna- 
tional group that decoded the human 
genome. 

The new estimate is 20,000 to 25,000 
genes, a drop from the 30,000 to 40,000 the 
same group of scientists published in 2001. 

By comparison, the tiny roundworm C. ele- 
gans, a favorite research subject, has around 
19,500 genes. A small flowering plant in the 
mustard family Arabidopsis, has about 
27,000. 


What matters more 

But the complexity of the human body aris- 
es from more than just its genetic parts list, 
experts said. Я 

“ез not just the number of genes that mat- 
ters,” said another co-author, Eric Lander of 
the Broad Institute in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts. "I really is how nature uses these 
genes.” 

Scientists have long speculated about how 
many genes people have. Some have put it at 
100,000 or more, and the genome project's 
initial figure fell in the low end of estimates 
when it was announced. 

Ina betting pool among scientists, the aver-

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age guess before the consortium published its 
estimate in 2001 was about 66,000 genes. Af- 
terward, the average dropped to about 
44,000. 

Collins, director of the National Human 
Genome Research Institute, put his money on. 
about 48,000 genes when the contest began. 
That's about twice the new estimate.

In fact, 

most laptop computers are now 

dual voltage, meaning they are designed to 
‘operate well with either voltage system, 

То check whether a device is dual voltage, 
look at the specifications. If it says something 
like "Input: AC 1004240, 50/60 Hz,” then it is 
dual voltage. AC stands for alternating current, 
which is the standard around the world. 100V- 
240 means that the device can go from 100 to 
240 volts and can run from 50 to 60 hertz or 
cycles, 


What are cycles? 

Cycles are the number of times the electric 
current alternates each second. In the United 
States, the current alternates 60 times per 
second, which is associated with 110 volts. 
(Now you know why the United States has 
110 volts.) 

In the Philippines, the current alternates 50 
times each second, which is associated with 
220 volts. 

Perhaps what is more important than volt- 
age (from a practical point of view, for in- 
stance, that of a frequent traveler) is the cy- 
cles per cycle. Most converters and transform- 
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ers change voltage, but do not 
change cycles, thus you should be 
aware whether your device will 
still work (even with the convert- 
er). Most devices that are affected 
by суйе differences соте 
equipped with motors such as 
tumtables or clocks. They run 
faster or slower than usual, de- 
pending on the cycle difference. 

What converters are needed? 
‘This depends on what transforma- 
tion is being done. If you have a US 
DVD player with а 110-volt system, 
and you want to use it here, then 
ош 220-volt current has to be stepped down. 
On the other hand, if you bring along your 
220-volt computer for use during vacation in 
the United States, you need a “step-up” con- 
verter 


Converter vs transformer 

A converter and a transformer are different 
from each other. If your device is an electric 
appliance with a high-power motor, such as а 
hair dryer or iron, then you need a converter 
For your computer or VCR, which uses electric 
chips, you need a transformer. 

When in doubt, use a transformer, since 
electric appliances and electronic devices both 
work with a transformer (even if, as we have 
seen, only electric appliances use a converter). 
‘Transformers can also run continuously, while 
converters operate for a couple of hours at 
most. 

Christopher Gleize of wwwlaptoptrav- 
el.com goes into more detail: "What's the dif- 
ference between a converter and a trans- 
former? It lies in how the device ‘converts’ 
voltage current. AC power is supplied in alter- 
nating bursts that are in a shape called ‘sine 
wave.” 

"To reduce 220V to 110% for example, а 
converter chops off the sine waves in half 
whereas a transformer alters the length of the 
sine waves. This is a critical difference be- 
cause electronic devices require а full sine 
wave for operation; thus they can operate on- 
ly with a transformer. Electric appliances 
function with either a full ога half sine wave, 
and so can be operated with either a convert- 
erora transformer. 


Larger, heavier, more expensive 

"The converter's short-term use and 'chop- 
ping off of sine waves are relatively simple 
and compact functions, whereas the trans- 
former's continuous use and alteration of sine 
waves are relatively sophisticated functions 
and require more space. As a result, trans- 
formers are generally larger, heavier and 
much more expensive than converters. 

“Thus if you are going to travel with an 
electronic device, you should purchase one 
that is dual voltage, if available. Most con- 
verters and transformers available to the con- 
sumer do not alter or convert the ‘cycles,’ 
shown as'Hz on most devices. Although cycle 
differences do not cause a problem with many 
devices, they do impact on some devices with 
motors such as clocks and turntables.”

make proteins. It is reported in Thursday's is- 
sue of the journal Nature by the International 
Human Genome Sequencing Consortium, 
which had determined the sequence of nearly 
all of the three billion-plus chemical building 
blocks that make up the human DNA code. 

Certain sequences of these building block’ 
make up genes, just like certain sequences of 
letters create words. 

When the consortium produced its 2001 
gene count estimate, it still had many gaps in 
the DNA sequence it had determined. Now 
the scientists have closed those gaps as much 
as they could with current technology. 
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Just copies 

The finished version reveals that many 
DNA sequences originally counted as genes 
меге actually nonfunctioning copies of real 
genes and that sometimes parts of the same 
gene were counted as two genes, Lander said. 

Scientists said the new range appeared to " 
be firm, especially with 20,000 at the lower 
end, because laboratory work has indepen- 
dently demonstrated that 19,599 genes exist- 
ed. 

Gerald Rubin, a gene expert at the University 
of California, Berkeley, who did not participate 
in the analysis, said the result was "as good a 
guess as one can make at this point... I think the 
estimate is unlikely to change very much." 

"We just have to get used to the fact that we 
don't have many more genes than a worm," 
Rubin said. 


Multiple proteins 

So howcan humans be so complex with rel- 
atively few genes? 

In comparison to simpler organisms, hu- 
mans benefit more from genes that turn out 
multiple proteins rather than one, and from 
complex proteins that do more than one job, 
Collins said. 

‘And anyway, a lot of biological complexity is 
based not on individual proteins but on combi- 
nations, which can create a lot of variety from 
the proteins found in people, he said. 

Lander said he was not concerned that the 
number of human genes had turned out to be. 
5o limited. 

“To the contrary, I think it's great news," he 
said, "because what it means is we already 
knowa lot about most human genes.” АР

Coffee bandit 

The following morning, undaunted by the 
fact that we didn't have a coffeemaker but 
were absolutely unwilling to continue camp- 
ing without some caffeine, one of the coffee 
bandits boiled some water in a pail, poured 
the coffee grains into the water, and began 
swirling the pail in a fairly rapid circular mo. 
tion like a Ferris wheel. 

‘After several minutes he lowered the pail, 
dipped a cup into the mix, sampled it and 
smiled in delight at the familiar sensation of cof- 
fee in his system. Although he had come across 
as being very laid-back the past couple of days, 
he had become more enthusiastic about the ac- 
tivities we had left once he had had his coffee. 

His fellow coffee addicts also became more 
energetic and involved with the group after 
they had their own steaming mugs. 

It should come as no surprise to find that 
those who ingest large doses of caffeine on a 
regular basis are also the ones who suffer 
most from being deprived of it. 


Mental disorder 

But how much coffee does one have to 
drink in order to be considered as someone in 
caffeine withdrawal? 

‘An B-ounce can of Coke has 30 mg of caf- 
feine. Consumer Reports says an 8-ounce 
serving of Red Bull has 70 mg of caffeine. To 
estimate how much caffeine you ingest daily, 
try the Caffeine Calculator (wwwsleepfoun- 
dation.org/caffeine.cfm) website. 

Caffeine withdrawal may soon appear in the 
Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental 
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psychiauy and neuroscience at the 
Johns Hopkins University School of Medicine. It 
doesn't discuss new research as much as it re- 
views nearly 70 studies done in the past 40 
years on the effecs of caffeine withdrawal, 
“The studies looked at the effects of abstaining 
from caffeine for various periods of time, the ef- 
fects of varying the amount of caffeine prior to 
abstaining from it, and the effects of ingesting 
caffeine once more after a period of abstinence. 


Withdrawal symptoms 

In all these studies, the participants were 
asked to describe how they felt throughoug the. 
trials. Juliano and Griffiths took these answers 
and considered the 10 most common respons- 
esas symptoms of true caffeine withdrawal. 

The symptoms include headache, fatigue, 
decreased alertness, depression, discontent, fiu- 
like symptoms, nausea and muscle stiffness. In 
one particular study the authors cited, medical 
students who ingested over 600 mg of caffeine 
а day before abstaining from the stimulant re- 
ported having headaches "as extreme in severi- 
ty as the subjects had ever experienced." 

According to Juliano and Griffiths, some- 
one who regularly ingests at least 100 mg of 
caffeine a day and then stops will suffer with- 
drawal symptoms within the first 24 hours of 
abstaining. The symptoms can last up to nine 
days if caffeine continues to be withheld. 

Interestingly they also noted that one study 
demonstrated that 25 mg of caffeine a day was 
enough to prevent some withdrawal symp- 
toms, And that ingesting caffeine almost im- 
‘mediately halted all withdrawal symptoms. 

Given the effects of caffeine withdrawal on 
а person's mental, emotional and physical 
well-being, one has to wonder why it’s legal to 
become addicted to i. And one may also won- 
der how to stop being addicted without going 
through withdrawal. 

(Next week: a look at the benefits of coffee 
and how to go through caffeine withdrawal 
without dealing with the symptoms.) 
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HE HORMONE es- 

trogen declines as 

women enter 
menopause. And as their 
estrogen level drops, 
‘women encounter prob- 
lems like hot flushes, ir- 
regular menstrual peri- 
ods, changes in choles- 
terol levels that could 
predispose them to heart 
disease, and bone loss 
that could lead to osteo- 
porosis. 

"One of the most important 
role of estrogen is to stimulate the 
production of new bones as part. 
of the process by which the quali- 
ty of the bones is maintained,” 
says Dr. Gary Sy of Life Extension 
Medical Center, a clinic specializ- 
ing in geriatric medicine. 

Sy says that although bones 
naturally weaken with age in 
both men and women starting at 
around 40, women lose bone ma- 
terial more rapidly after meno- 
pause, making them more prone 
to osteoporosis. 

Osteoporosis leads to ап in- 
creased risk of bone fractures, es- 
pecially in the area of the spine,

Replacing dentures 


HOW often should you go to the dentist 
to have dentures replaced?— Sylvia T. 


You should see your dentist every six 
months to have your remaining teeth 
checked. But usually in about two years, 
your dentures would need a reline. In 
five years, its best to replace your old 
Ones because your bone changes in form 
by then. 

Tesalso a good idea to have a spare es- 
pecially if your dentures involve your 
front teeth. A good-looking old denture 
can act as a spare. That way if there are 
any repairs to be done, you can wear 
your old one while the new one is being 
repaired in the laboratory.

Less than estrogen 

Another group of investigators 
said such increase over the short.

somewhat less than that of estro- 
gen. 

Raloxifene is preferably used 
only by women who are five years 
past their menopause. They must. 
first discuss with their doctors 
howto take the drug as well as its 
related risks. 

Sy suggests that postmeno- 
pausal women exercise regularly, 
quit smoking, drink only moderate 
amounts of alcohol, eat a well-bal- 
anced diet and take extra calcium 
and vitamin D. 

He adds: "Osteoporosis is 
largely preventable for most peo- 
ple. Having regular exercise is the 
single most important action any- 
one can take to improve the 
strength of her bones."

Is being a military general 
a risk factor for sleep apnea?

IN THE FIRST part of my discussion last week 
оп the causes of high blood pressure, I said 
obstructive sleep apnea (OSA) was a cause of 
secondary hypertension (SH). 

Irecently received this text message: "Is be- 
ing a general in the military a risk factor for 
OSA? Is it true that it can be fatal? If that’s so, 
Thope all corrupt politicians 
and military personnel have 
it” 

Til take that as a serious 
query, which I should promptly answer. 

Military generals cannot claim exclusivity 
to this medical problem. Anyone who is obese 
ог has obstruction of the nasal airway can 
have it. These people snore a lot, have inter- 
mittent short episodes of stopping breathing 
(apnea) while sleeping, and hence are sleepy 
even during daytime. 

Whether itis fatal or not depends on the con- 
comitant problems. OSA is actually a syndrome, 
а cluster of medical problems and complica- 
tions. One does not die of OSA itself (especially 
when one is awake). Left untreated, however, 
OSA could cause complications on the heart, 
lungs, brain, kidneys and other vital organs. 

Many active people have OSA. With proper 
treatment, they can live normal lives. 


Continuous medication 

1 received another query from a housewife 
who was worried about her husband, a 51- 
year-old corporate executive diagnosed with 
ankylosing spondylitis, а multiorgan disorder 
with severe arthritis particularly of the back 
as one of its features, 

He also has an on-and-off painful and se- 
vere inflammation of the left eye that has af- 
fected his vision. He has to be continuously 
maintained on painkillers, including steroids. 

‘Can continuous intake of anti-inflammato- 
ry pills cause cardiovascular complications 
such as high blood pressure? 

Drug-induced hypertension is one of the 
causes of SH. Steroids and nonsteroidal antiin- 
flammatory drugs are probable culprits. There 
recently was a voluntary withdrawal of one of 
these drugs, rofecoxib, because of an increase 
їп heart attacks and strokes among those who 
continuously took it for 18 months. 

Life, however, would be so miserable for 
patients with arthritis and other inflammato- 
ту conditions if they did not take these pills 

We usually do not recommend prolonged 
‘continuous intake of these drugs, but in some 
instances wherein the patients could not afford 
to skip a dose or two, there is not much of a 
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choice but to give these meditations constantly. 

A physician must supervise the. drug ad- 
ministration and should give the smallest 
dose needed to relieve the symptoms. If the 
blood pressure goes up, antihypertensive 
treatment has to be maintained, too. 

Other drugs that can cause SH are antire- 
jection drugs like cyclosporine, which are giv- 
еп after an organ transplant. 

(Oral contraceptive pills and 
hormone replacement therapy 
for postmenopausal women 
might also have a mild hyper- 
tensive effect, but they have not really been 
shown to increase the risk of deaths or heart at- 
tacks (if women smokers over 35 are excluded). 


Nicotine, caffeine 

Nicotine in cigarettes and cigars causes 
transient (30 minutes or less) increase in 
blood pressure. Because patients who smoke 
usually have a cigarette just before coming to 
the physician’s office, blood pressure should 
be rechecked after 30 minutes if initial read- 
ings are elevated. 

‘Although caffeine in coffee can raise blood 
pressure acutely, tolerance develops rapidly, and 
there appears to be no direct relationship be- 
tween caffeine intake and chronic hypertension. 

Chronic overuse of alcohol is a potentially 
reversible cause of hypertension. 

Other causes of SH are bed kidneys (renal 
parenchymal disease) wherein the kidneys abili 
ty to excrete salt and excess fuid is impaired. As 
kidney damage progresses, other problems such 
as overactivity of the parathyroid gland and in- 
creased erythropoietin production develop, ex- 
acerbating the hypertension. 


Pregnancy 

During the third trimester of pregnancy, a 
small percentage of women develop 
preeclampsia (pregnancyinduced hyperten- 
sion). It has an incompletely understood mech- 
anism, possibly initiated by inadequate blood 
supply to the developing placenta, and occa- 
sionally can develop immediately after delivery. 

Preeclampsia is characterized by a signifi- 
cant increase in blood pressure and excess pro- 
tein in the urine. Left untreated, it could lead 
to serious, even deadly complications for the 
baby and the mother. After the baby is born, 
blood pressure usually returns to normal levels 
within several days to several weeks. 

Other causes of SH are tumors in the 
adrenal glands (small glands perched on both 
kidneys). Surgical removal of these tumors 
can normalize blood pressure although some 
patients will still require maintenance pills.

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New vaccine tech 
developed 


LONDON—British scientists 
have taken tips from Mother 
Nature to develop a new tech- 
nology that could deliver 
cheaper, life-saving vaccines 
without refrigeration to mi 
lions of children in remote ar- 
eas of the world. 

‘About two million young- 
sters die every year from vac- 
cine-preventable diseases like 
measles. And each year, up to 
50 percent of vaccines are ru- 
ined because of temperature 
damage. 

The stable-liquid vaccine 
technology devised by re- 
searchers at Cambridge Biosta- 
bility Ltd. (CBL) eliminates the 
need for costly refrigeration. 

“It could revolutionize how 
we deliver vaccines in the de- 
veloping world,” said Dr. Stew- 
art Tyson, of Britain's Depart- 
ment for International Devel- 
opment, which will provide 
£950,000 ($1.7 million) for 
the project. 

“This technology offers the 
potential to deliver vaccines 
outside the cold chain,” he told 
reporters. 


Keeping vaccines potent 

Vaccines need to be refriger- 
ated all the time to keep them 
potent. The cold chain adds an 
estimated cost of $200 million 
to $300 million each year, ac- 
cording to the World Health 
Organization. 

Removing the cold chain 
alone would enable the vacci- 
nation of an extra 10 million 
children within existing bud- 
gets. 

Public health experts esti- 
mate that almost one-third of 
the 132 million children born 


each year are not reached by 
routine vaccination 

The new technology in- 
wolves drying the vaccine 
molecules and embedding 
them in tiny sugar beads or 
glass spheres. Each sphere is 
inert and absolutely stable 
without the need for refrigera- 
tion. 

The process is based on a 
natural process that enables 
some plants to remain in a des- 
iccated state for hundreds of 
years and then return to life. 

“Our technology is stolen 
from Nature," said Dr. Bruce 
Roser, the chief scientist of 
св. 

The spheres are suspended 
in stable, injectible liquids and 
will not release the vaccines 
until they are dissolved in the 
body following injection. 


Slow-release vaccines 

CBL, which has tested the 
technology in animal trials, 
said it also offered the possibil- 
ity of slow-release vaccines, 
which could eliminate the 
need for boosters.

INTEREST in Bonifacio Global City as an of- 
fice address of choice is heightening with the 
increased pace of development in the area. 

Jun Bisnar, head of commercial operations 
of Fort Bonifacio Development Corp., said the 
firm has been receiving a steady stream of in- 
quiries from companies wanting to relocate to 
the fast emerging business district. “But Boni- 
facio Technology Center is already 100 per- 
cent leased so we have had to tum down 
many offers," he added. 

FBDC-owned Bonifacio Technology Center 
is one of the two office buildings currently lo- 
cated in Bonifacio Global City.

It is considering "build-to-suit" ar- 
rangements to accommodate these internation- 
al firms, including some that are in the business 
process outsourcing (BPO) industry. 

Bisnar observed that Bonifacio Global City 


is expected to emerge as an ideal site for cor- 
porate offices and BPO centers. The BPOs, 
dominated by call centers, require high-speed 
transmission of huge volumes of voice and 
data through а fiber optic network, which is 
available in Bonifacio Global City. 
Optimistic 

Bisnar is optimistic that in the near future 
more office space catering to various indus- 
tries and businesses will also become avail- 
able particularly as the real estate industry 
picks up. He added that of the 35 commercial 
lors recently sold following the takeover of 
the Ayala-Campos group, owners of 10 lots 
stated that they intended to construct office. 
buildings on their property. Of the 10, five in- 
dicated that they would begin construction in 
опе to two years time while the rest had a 
three- to five-year timeline. 

"We don't expect to wait very long for Boni- 
facio Global City to be widely acknowledged 
as one of the country's premiere business dis- 
tricts,” he stated.

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Tips on choosing the best location

HILE WE are given 
more choices with 
the influx of subdi- 


visions and housing commu- 
nities, it is vital for property 
buyers to assess the land on 
which they will build their 
home. Much effort, time and 
money will be spent on a 
new property so it is only 
reasonable for the buyer to 
scrutinize the location. 

Here are some tips on how to 
choose the best location for а house. 
or a building, as culled from Merlina 
Merton's Feng Shui for Better Living: 

‘© The back part of the land should 
be higher than the front. The back part 
symbolizes the future while the front 
represents the present. Ifthe back part 
ofthe land is higher than the front, this 
means that the family which will occu- 
py the property will have better oppor- 
tunities than what they are already ex- 
periencing at present. 

© The left side of the 
lot should be higher or 
have more activity than 
the right side. Facing the 
street, the left side of your 
property, called the "drag- 
оп” in feng shui, generates 
positive energy. To benefit 
from this positive energy, 
the property owner should [| 
make sure that this side of 
the property is kept busy and active. 
On the other hand, the right side, 
called the "tiger, generates negative 
energy so this side should have less 
activity and movement.

USED to hate vegetables. I 
IE push them aside on my 

plate with my fork to make 
more room to slice my big, tender 
and juicy steak. Back then, I met 
my daily vegetable requirement by 
eating French fries and tomato 
ketchup. I thought I couldn't live 
without eating fried chicken, 
spaghetti and meatballs, hotdogs 
and burgers. Apparently, I can. 


Today, 1 can't bear to eat anything that used 
to have a heartbeat, Vegetarianism has become 
not only a diet for me, buta way of life, I believe 
in living a compassionate lifestyle and having 
respect for all sentient beings. 1 am an animal 
lover, and to quote George Bernard Shaw, “Ani- 
mals are my friends, and I don't eat my friends.” 

People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA), has been making great efforts here in 
the Philippines to promote awareness of ani- 
mal rights and encourage the vegetarian 
lifestyle. Many people are unaware of the cru- 
elty and abuse caitle, pigs and chickens go 
through before they get to your plate. They 
are subjected to atrocious conditions and are 
tortured at slaughterhouses. Charles Darwin 
once said, "There is no fundamental differ- 
елсе between man and the higher animals in 
their mental faculties... The lower animals, 
like man, manifestly feel pleasure and pain, 
happiness and misery" 

Another reason to ditch meat is for health 
reasons. Studies have shown that vegetarians 
live about 4 to 7 years longer than omnivores, 
They're also less likely to become obese and 
develop heart disease or diabetes. Contrary to 
popular belief, vegetarians are not physically 
weaker due to the protein deficiency myth. In 
fact, model Corey Wills is living proof of that. 
He says, “It would be pretty hard not to get

enough protein on a vegetarian diet, unless. 
you're eating nothing but candies and drink- 
ing soda. People don’t realize how much pro- 
tein there is in foods like pasta, rice, beans 
and soy products, Even potatoes are high in 
protein and for gym junkies, soy is complete 
in amino acids.” Soy milk does the body 
good—and it shows with Corey, as this is his 
beverage of choice. He gets active through 
surfing, swimming, wakeboarding and rock 
climbing—definitely not your stereotypical 
vegetarian weakling. 

Corey recently posed for РЕТА new ad 
campaign surrounded by chicks—baby chick- 
ens, that is. Showing his veggielicious body, 
he holds a sign saying, "Chicks Love a Vege- 
tarian.” This was shot by Victor Consunji and 
styled by Faith Uy and Barbie Chan. 

"Tm a vegetarian because I feel it is natural 
to be one,” he says. In fact, scientific data have 
shown that the human physiology, digestive 
system and bodily functions aren't designed to 
eat meat. Our ancestors were actually vegetar- 
ians until they had to adapt during the Ice Age 
in order to survive. We are not equipped with 
sharp claws to catch our prey or canine teeth to 
tear flesh.

DREAMED 1 lived in Harlem with 
І four gay men, on a street named af- 
teranother dreamer. 

Searching for a place to live in is an ex- 
periment combining the ancient and 
Contemporary dimensions of human 
evolution, It is an activity rooted in the 
most primal of instincts required of sur- 
vival, which is, the need to identify and 
occupy a territory. We search using stan- 
dards that have not changed for thou- 
sands of years: location, security, accessi- 
bility, and affordability. Yet modern times 
call for modern measures, and the tools 
at our disposal for locating a place of res- 
idence are at the forefront of science and 
technology. Today we have agencies, In- 
ternet, classifieds, word-of-mouth and 
the random drive-by discovery. It is only 
through an effective coalescence of both 
the old and the new that an appropriate 
residence is eventually revealed. What 
better venue to discover how effective 
the new ways are when pitted against 
the demands of old than Manhattan, a 
city that embodies both to a savage de- 
gree? 

Before even arriving in the United 
States, 1 had been advised to begin my 
search for a residence by scanning the 
various Internet search engines and on- 
line classified boards for available 
apartments. As 1 did not have a job 
waiting for me right away, I would have 
to take into consideration my tight 
budget, which means I would have to 
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consider sharing apartments, and pos- 
sibly live outside Manhattan.

New York is a state on the east coast. 
While popular media has made the name 
synonymous with the Statue of Liberty, 
Times Square, and Broadway, these icon- 
ic landmarks are actually referencing 
Manhattan, the elongated "island" bor- 
dered by New Jersey and the surround- 
ing boroughs and cities of New York.

Craigslist.com is a free Internet board 
which hosts one of the most impressive 
classified ads servicing the whole of the 
United States. One can literally find any- 
thing on this site, ranging from upcom- 
ing events, activity partners, real estate, 
auctions, freebies, romance, airline tick- 
ets and kitchen sinks. We NEED a service 
like this in Manila, 

Browsing into the “Real Estate for 
rent” in the New York section of 
Craigslist, I entered the maximum rent I 
was willing to pay on a monthly basis, 
and specified Midtown and Lower Man- 
hattan as ideal locations. Out of the mil- 
lions of people living in this city, two re- 
sponses rerurned as fitting my request 
parameters, everything else was just too 
expensive (some were asking close to 
$2,000 for a one bedroom in the West 
Village—that's over P100,000 a month 
for kama and kubeta). And the two ads 
that posted an attractive price range? 
One of them went like this: “Gay man 


looking for hot, straight roommate. Must 
be willing to be serviced from time to 
time. $300/month.” The other ad re- 
quired the candidate to be female, hy- 
gienic, a good cook, and open to weekly 
rituals involving a hockey team. Rent 
was free, though. 

The big difference between apartment 
hanting in Manila and New York is the 
time factor. The price isn't that much dif- 
ferent because you can find cheap rooms. 
and expensive rooms in both cities, given 
you have time to search for the best deal. 
possible. Of course, it's all relative to how 
financially stable you are, and haw much 
you make in your career. But while Mani- 
la allows you the luxury of living with rel- 
atives, and having connections, and the 
familiarity of locations, New York does 
nor (at least for most of us New movers). 1 
had to make a decision based on my pro- 
jected (meaning non-existent but ideal) 
wages and second-hand information. And 
зо, after two weeks of scouring Craigslist 
and traveling to distant boroughs, | found 
myself outside a suspicious building in 
the east side of Harlem. 

The ad had read: "Furnished room 
available in four bedroom apt in Upper 
East. Clean, all appliances, Internet, 
ities included. Must be gay friendly, 650/ 
month. 

The building was a disaster. Doorbell 
didn't ring. No front doorman (actually 
no front door). Faint smell of urine in the 
ground floor. Elevator was busted. 


Strong smell of urine in the hallway. Bro- 
ken glass vials on staircase. Graffiti from 
some guy named Deebo on every floor. I 
would tell my mother that 1 was fine, 1 
chanted. 

But the inside, like so many pleasant 
surprises in life, was quite nice. Clean, with 
all appliances, a furnished room and 
friendly gay tenants. Just like the ad 
promised. On top of all that, 1 also had а 
great view of Marcus Garvey park on one 
side, and a window view of Lennox Av- 
enue on the other. Lighting cigarettes to 
symbolize our new living arrangement, my 
new roommates and 1 quietly chatted 
away as the setting sun disappeared be- 
hind the cannabis plants perched on the 
windowsill. 

There are a lot of stories to be told in 
here, and the phantom tales that happily 
haunt this apartment are just waiting to be 
exhumed, And I think I will be adding my 
humble history to these halls, signing my 
name beside Deebos. Гог now, this is 
where I live and this is where I dream. For 
пон, this is home, with four gay men on 
the seventh floor ofa building beside Mar 
tin Luther King Drive. As | recall he 
dreamed, too. From the window, | see а 
peculiar Harlem, one that is saturated with 
history and character, absorbing the dying 
rays of the sun into its burgundy bricks.
